Conservatives swept back to 
p ower with landslide victory 


LABOUR has been wiped off the face of 
the county’s political map. 

The party kept just two seats as the Conservatives 
were returned to power with a thumping majority in 
Thursday’s Kent County Council elections. 

As Prime Minister Gordon Brown spent Friday try¬ 
ing to hang on to power, his Kent candidates were left 
facing four years in the political wilderness. 

While the Tories increased their number of council¬ 
lors from 56 to 74, Labour lost all but two of its 20 
seats. 

The Liberal Democrats gained one seat to finish 
Friday’s count with seven councillors. 

Unseated Labour group leader Mike Eddy said vot¬ 
ers would pay a heavy price for kicking out his party, 
claiming the Lib Dems would not hold the Tories to

account. He said: “The people of Kent will come to 
regret the way they have voted very quickly and I 
think it’s going to be an absolute disaster.” 

But a jubilant Conservative leader Cllr Paul Carter 
told Kent on Sunday: “I think what’s going on in 
national politics and what we’re doing locally at coun¬ 
ty level acted together and has given us a very strong 
mandate to govern. 

“In my view it sends a clear message from the elec¬ 
torate, telling the Labour Government that they want 
an election and they want them out. 

“So come on - let’s have a general election.”

Health chief says it’s up 
to us to avoid swine flu

PERSONAL hygiene is vital to 
containing the swine flu outbreak 
in Kent, a public health expert 
has urged. 

Dr Declan O’Neill, assistant director of pub¬ 
lic health at NHS West Kent, urged people 
not to panic, but not to be complacent after 
the county saw its first confirmed cases of the 
contagious vims this week. 

“It is about watch and see at the moment 
with a certain amount of speculation. 

“Personal hygiene is the one viable thing we 
can all do and that can change things,” he said. 

Complacent 

“If you are anxious then that is the thing 
you can do to help yourself. We do not want 
people to be overly anxious but we do not 
want people to be complacent either - so do 
something.” 

The first case of swine flu was announced 
on Monday in west Kent. The primary care 
tmst said the case was a man who had 
recently travelled to America. 

On Wednesday, it was revealed that a 
schoolboy from the east of the county also had 
the vims and that it was associated with the 
outbreak at Eton College in Berkshire. 

Another two cases linked to the Eton out¬ 
break were confirmed in west Kent on Friday. 
The children and man affected are all being 
treated at home with anti-viral medicines. 

Concern over the spread of the vims has 
increased this week after a man in Scotland

became the first Britain to become critically 
ill solely because of swine flu. 

Worldwide the swine flu outbreak has 
killed 125 people and infected almost 22,000. 
In the UK there were 486 confirmed cases on 
Friday. 

Dr O’Neill said that here in the UK the 
vims was still officially at ‘containment 
phase’ meaning it was not yet proven to be 
spreading uncontrolled in the community. 

The World Health Organisation (WHO) has 
not changed its rating of five, which is pre¬ 
pandemic, he said. 


Asked about reports that the WHO was 
close to declaring a global pandemic after a 
surge in cases around the world, he said: 
“They will always be considering upping it, 
but they have not done so yet. 

“The situation at the moment is that we are 
in, in this county and most of the world, out¬ 
side North American, is containment. 

“We have been containing it and the cases 
we have had have been related to cases from 
the epicentre.” 

Dr O’Neill said the case in Scotland was 
severe but experts were aware that the vims 
had the potential of getting worse. 

“We are watching it expectantly,” he said. 
‘We should be aware and anxious but not 
panicking. 

“What we should be doing is making sure 
we are doing everything we can at this stage, 
and on an individual level that means height¬ 
ened personal hygiene. 

“If you have symptoms of a cold, are sneez¬ 
ing or feel unwell, be sensible. Use tissues 
when you sneeze or blow your nose and dis¬ 
pose of them immediately. 

“Wash your hands and generally raise 
hygiene. We can do a lot and people can do a 
lot for themselves.” 

Dr O’Neill was keen to point out that NHS 
organisations and the Health Protection 
Agency had been preparing for a flu epidem¬ 
ic for four years and that there were stock¬ 
piles of anti-viral dmgs.

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Fired Apprentice star tells of intense pressure

FIRED Apprentice contestant Lorraine Tighe 
has blamed the hit BBC show for leaving her 
on the brink of a breakdown. 

The 36-year-old from Kent missed out on a 
place in this evening’s final after being one of 
three candidates sent packing from Sir Alan 
Sugar’s boardroom on Wednesday. 

But while fellow contestant Mona Lewis, 
from Sittingboume, told Kent on Sunday last 
month how she was pleased with how she had 
been portrayed on the show, Ms Tighe claims 
she has been left to pick up the pieces of her 
own broken reputation. 

She told reporters this week she sympathised 


with Britain’s Got Talent runner-up Susan 
Boyle, who has suffered a breakdown after 
weeks in the international spotlight. 

Ms Tighe said: “I totally feel sorry for Susan - 
I’m surprised I haven’t ended up in The Priory 
myself. I really feel for her because I know 
exactly what she’s going through. 

“Unfortunately you put yourself up for these 
kinds of shows - and you have to put yourself 
up to be put down.” 

Filming for this series of The Apprentice - 
which included a task to re-brand Margate - 
was carried out last year, meaning Ms Tighe

DESPITE a lack of wind and soaring 
temperatures, an inspirational quadri¬ 
plegic yachtswoman has reached the 
Welsh stage of her round Britain voyage, 

writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Hilary Lister, from Canterbury, re-launched her 
world record attempt to sail solo around the UK on 
May 24 in Plymouth after bad weather forced her to 
abandon last year’s challenge. 

Kent on Sunday spoke to the 37-year-old this week 
as she prepared to leave Milford Haven on the coast of 
south Wales and sail north towards Fishguard. 

“It’s going alright,” she said. ‘We’ve had no wind, 
which has been a bit frustrating, but we’ve done a bit 
now and we’re moving. There’s plenty of wind now - 
it’s worrying me there may be too much. It’s also been 
very hot, which is hard as I cannot regulate my own 
body temperature [because of her condition].” 

But despite a disheartening week becalmed in 
Padstow, the ambitious yachtswoman was determined 
to press on and arrived in Bude, Cornwall, on 
Tuesday. 

Her boat, Me Too, an Artemis 20, which is 
a carbon-fibre keelboat designed by Rogers 
Yacht Design, is controlled using a ‘sip and 
puff system. 

Three straws, connected to sensitive pres¬ 
sure switches, are used and a gentle sip on 
one takes the boat starboard (right) and a 
puff on the other takes it to port (left). 

Mrs Lister spoke of the challenges she has 
encountered so far: “Physically it’s quite hard 
work, but that’s the game. I’m enjoying it, 
but every so often there are moments where 
I’m sitting there not going anywhere or going 
backwards even.” 

Last year, when Mrs Lister left Dover on 
June 16 on her first attempt, she sailed the 
entire length of the south coast but had to 
stop in Newlyn on August 13 due to consis¬ 
tently poor weather and gales. But it meant 
she has already sailed further than any 
woman with disabilities. If she completes the 
round Britain challenge she will become the 
first quadriplegic woman to have achieved 
the feat. Mrs Lister, whose condition is a 


result of a progressive neurological disor¬ 
der, said her aim is to raise awareness of 
disabled sailing and to raise funds for her 
charity, Hilary’s Dream Trust, which 
helps disabled and disadvantaged adults 
with sailing ambitions. 

Before setting out on the re-launched 
challenge, she told KoS: “I think the first 
aim is to demonstrate that people who are 
disabled are actually incredibly able. It is 
about taking the ‘dis’ out of disability.” 

Anecdotes about her trip and the sup¬ 
porters she meets along the way are told 
on Mrs Lister’s blog and Twitter page. 

Arriving in Bude, she describes the 
“amazing welcome” and spotting an ice¬ 
cream shop next to her mooring, she 
joked: “So my first priority was obvious.”

Police said the death did not appear 
to be suspicious and that initial inves¬ 
tigations suggested it had been an 
accident. 

His family have been informed. 


Shamed Bethell 
gets four years 

SHAMED former DJ Barry Bethell has 
been jailed for four years. Bethell appeared 
at Canterbury Crown Court for sentencing 
on Friday, where Judge Adele Williams 
told him: “This cannot be dealt with in any 
way other than imprisonment.” 

Bethell, 66, from Seasalter, was found 
guilty last month of indecently assaulting 
an 11-year-old girl. 

He was also found guilty on three counts 
of taking indecent photographs of a six- 
year-old, but was cleared of indecently 
assaulting another girl. He also admitted 
seven counts of taking indecent photos of 
girls under 13 and one of possessing inde¬ 
cent images from the internet.

No need for general election say MPs loyal to Prime Minister 


County’s Labour 
MPs back Brown

KENT’S Labour MPs have ral¬ 
lied behind the Prime Minister to 
help fend off calls for him to quit 
and call a general election. 

Party vice-chairman Steve Ladyman, a 
former junior minister, is defending a slim 
664 majority in his Thanet South con¬ 
stituency He said: “Gordon Brown and the 
Labour government are doing a great job. 

“They have steered us out of a world eco¬ 
nomic slowdown and the time for a general 
election is when that job is complete. 

“Those who are calling for an election are 
doing it for selfish party political reasons, 
not because they put the country first.” 

The PM is embroiled in the ever-growing 
expenses row, with ministers now seemingly 
dropping like flies. 

Hazel Blears resigned as Communities 
and Local Government Secretary on 
Wednesday, a month after Mr Brown called 
her expenses “totally unacceptable”. And on 


Thursday Work and Pensions Secretary 
James Purnell quit, demanding Mr Brown 
“stand aside”. TTie move forced a Cabinet 
reshuffle on Friday in the face of increasing 
discontent on the Labour backbenches over 
the PM’s leadership. 

But rebellious Labour MPs were issued a 
warning by Business Secretary Lord 
Mandelson, who said: “There are Labour MPs 
who are in a very grumbly mood, but British 
politics is in a bad old state. Nobody is happy 
and it is affecting all the parties. Don’t make 
it any worse for the Labour Party.” 

Gillingham member and a transport min¬ 
ister Paul Clark said: “Should he stand 
down? No. And we do not want a general 
election now. What we need to be doing is 
concentrating on things that matter, like 
leading this country out of recession. 

“Every party has been let down by some 
MPs and the country has been let down by 
some MPs by issues surrounding expenses. 

“That needs to be cleared up as quickly as 
possible and dealt with independently.” 

Howard Stoate, member for Dartford, also 
wants Mr Brown to stay in office and sort 
out the economy before an election next year. 

He said: “It would be too much of a diver-

sion to have a long drawn out leadership 
battle and general election.” 

A spokesman for Dover and Deal MP Gwyn 
Prosser said he too backed Mr Brown, and 
didn’t want to see a general election this year. 


Mum accused of 
helping offender 

THE mother of a man accused of the murder 
of a teenager in Faversham has been charged 
with helping him try and conceal the crime. 

Adam Beaney, 19, was killed by a single stab 
wound to his chest. He was found slumped 
near public toilets in Faversham Recreation 
Ground in the early hours of May 30. 

Maxine Liddell, 42, of Lewis Close, Faver¬ 
sham, was charged on Thursday with assisting 
an offender. She will appear at Sittingboume 
Magistrates Court on June 17. 

Her son Rickie Mount, 20, of Edward Vinson 
Close, Faversham, appeared at the same court 
charged with murder on Tuesday. He was 
remanded in custody to appear at Maidstone 
Crown Court on June 22. 

A 59-year-old woman has been bailed to 
attend Sittingboume Police on June 17, when 
detectives will decide whether to charge her.

...while Lib Dem says 
it’s time for a change 


FORMER leader of the Liberal Democrats, 
Paddy Ashdown, has joined the growing 
call for a general election. 

As public anger over the MPs’ 
expenses row continues, Gordon 
Brown faces mounting pressure 
to let the people decide the 
Government’s future. In an 
interview with Kent on Sunday, 

Mr Ashdown urged the Prime 
Minister to announce a general 
election as soon as possible. 

“The longer this runs on, the 
more damage it will do,” he said. 

“I have no doubt whatsoever 
that anyone interested in the 
best interests of the country will 
call an election.” 

Mr Ashdown will visit Canterbury later 
this month as part of his tour to promote 
his autobiography, A Fortunate Life. 

During the tour, audiences have had the 
chance to ask him questions and it has 
given him ample opportunity to gauge the 
public’s frustration. 

“There’s a huge amount of anger and jus¬ 


tifiably. People... believed in the integrity of 
Parliament and discovered they were 
wrong to believe in it. 

“It will not be over until the 
public has spoken and the slate 
will not be wiped clean until 
they’ve had their say. It will not 
be over until there is an election.” 

Mr Ashdown was speaking to 
Kent on Sunday on Thursday, 
as the country went to the polls 
for the first time since the 
expenses scandal broke. 

The results of the elections 
were not known at the time, 
but he described Mr Brown’s 
chances of staying in office until 
next May as “not impossible, but unlikely”, 
adding: “They (Labour) have become a 
party that has lost its head, but how they 
will react, I don’t know.”

Appeal for witness to police crash 


THE police watchdog is trying to trace the 
driver of a van who was in the area when a 
young mother of three was killed in a crash 
involving an unmarked police car. 

The Independent Police Complaints Com¬ 
mission (IPCC) said witnesses had described 
seeing a small van near the collision scene 
just north of the Longfield Road roundabout 
on the A21 near Tunbridge Wells. 

Felicity Austin, 29, was killed when the 
black Renault Megane she was driving was 
in collision with an unmarked Metropolitan 


Police car, a black Skoda, at around 12.30pm 
on May 5. The IPCC said it is believed the 
van was parked at the side of the road at the 
time of the crash. 

Commissioner Mike Franklin said: “We 
have had a very positive response to witness 
appeals so far and I would like to thank all 
those who have come forward to help with 
our investigation.”

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Hairy, scary and out in force 



EXPERTS are warning people to 
stay away from hairy caterpillars 
that can cause nasty rashes and 
even breathing difficulties, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

The creatures are brown tail moth caterpil¬ 
lars, and if handled the insects’ millions of 
tiny hairs can stick in the skin, causing itch¬ 
ing or even triggering an allergic reaction. 

The danger is due to last another month or 
so, until they turn into harmless moths. 

The caterpillars have been commonplace in 
Kent for decades, but now appear to be 
spreading across the UK with reports of peo¬ 
ple being affected in the north and the west 
country. 

A restaurant in Folkestone closed part of 
its car park while the caterpillars were dealt 
with. They are often seen in large eye-catch¬ 
ing cobweb-like nests called Tents’. 

Tiny barbs 

The hairs can break off and be carried in 
air currents. Up close they look like tiny 
barbs. 

The Health Protection Agency advises any¬ 
one who comes into contact with the hairs to 
wash their hands and eyes, and use calamine 
lotion if they develop a rash. 

A Dover District Council official said: “They 
feed on the buds and young leaves of mainly 
rosaceous trees and shrubs, but will also 
attach to other deciduous trees causing com¬ 
plete defoliation in a short period, depending 
on the caterpillar density. 

“The brown tail moth caterpillar is black- 
ish-grey in colour with tufts of ginger brown 
hairs. The most noticeable feature is the two 
orange spots near the tail.” 

The moths can lay up to 300 eggs, and each 
tent can have about 2,000 caterpillars. 


A spokesman from the council’s pest con¬ 
trol department said: “In spring the caterpil¬ 
lars emerge and disperse over foliage. They 
feed on the leaves until they are about 1.5 
inches in length. Later in the summer they 
moult, pupate and emerge as adult moths.” 

The creatures can devastate trees if they 
become established in large numbers. 
Experts say the simplest way of controlling 
the caterpillars is to inspect trees in the 
autumn and remove any tents by pruning 


the twigs they are on. The tents should be 
burnt on site, or placed in a plastic bag and 
disposed of in a dustbin. 

Avoid disturbing the tents while removing 
them and protect yourself by wearing gloves. 

Richard Fox, the moth project manager at 
the Butterfly Conservation Trust, said the 
weather was responsible for the caterpil¬ 
lars’ rapid spread. He said: “They are 
spreading north and west and are now 
common in London and southern England. 


This is probably due to climate change.” 

Phil Harris is the director of pest control 
company Exosect, which specialises in tack¬ 
ling browntail moths. He said: “They really 
can be quite nasty and cause some nasty 
rashes. If anyone is worried about them 
being in their garden, my advice would be to 
call in the experts.” 
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Patients and health staff 
screened after TB alert 


NINETEEN patients have been offered tests 
after it emerged a healthcare worker at 
Maidstone Hospital has tuberculosis. 

Hospital bosses have confirmed the worker 
has the disease, but say he is making a good 
recovery. 

The patients and members of staff at the 
hospital who came into contact with the work¬ 
er are being offered screening as a precaution. 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infection pre¬ 
vention and control at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, said: “The safety 
of patients and staff is our prime concern. Staff 
who worked alongside the healthcare worker 
are being offered screening at the same time 


as the patients. I want to stress the risk to 
both patients and staff is minimal.” 

Dr Mathi Chandrakumar, director of the 
Health Protection Agency’s Kent Health 
Protection Unit, said: “As a precautionary 
measure TB screening is being offered to 


patients and staff who may have been exposed 
while the healthcare worker was unaware of 
their infection. In a previous case when TB 
was found in a worker in a Kent hospital, 
many people were screened and none of them 
was found to have TB, so the risk is low.” 


Letters to the affected patients have already 
been sent. TB is a disease which is caused by 
infection with Mycobacterium tuberculosis, 
which usually affects the lungs but can affect 
other parts of the body, and it is completely 
treatable. 

It is usually transmitted when a person 
with disease in the lung has “close and sus¬ 
tained contact” with others, such as house¬ 
hold members. 

Symptoms include fever and night sweats, a 
persistent cough, weight loss and blood in spu¬ 
tum. The symptoms usually take several 
months to appear. More information can be 
found at www.hpa.org.uk/infections.

Polish family in 
tribute to bike 
tragedy victim 

THE family of a Polish woman killed in a road 
accident in Kent have paid tribute to a “very 
popular girl”. Ania Kobylka, 28, died in hospi¬ 
tal from head injuries suf¬ 
fered when the motorcycle 
she was on collided with a 
car in Crescent Road, 
Tunbridge Wells. 

Police said her parents 
were now in England and 
hoped to return home with 
Ms Kobylka’s body for bur¬ 
ial in her home town of 
Lubartow. A family state¬ 
ment released on their 
behalf by police says she also leaves behind an 
elder sister and a younger brother. It adds: 
“She first came to England in 2005 to improve 
her English. She returned home after a year to 
finish her studies and graduated in 2007 with 
a masters degree. 

“She returned to England to continue her 
studies and rented a house in Southborough 
with her fiance Adam. Ania was a very popu¬ 
lar girl and held several part-time jobs in 
Tunbridge Wells, caring for the disabled, 
housekeeping and cleaning.” 

Adam, who was on the bike with Ms Kobylka 
at the time of the accident, was also taken to 
King’s College Hospital, London. Police did not 
reveal what condition he was in. 

The family statement adds: “Ania donated 
organs to help others in their fight for life. 
Tributes from friends say she had a beautiful 
smile and always wanted to help people.” 

The couple’s motorcycle collided with a blue 
Audi A6 at about 9.30pm on May 19. Police are 
asking witnesses to call 01622 798538.

ACCESS to health visitors across 
Kent and Medway remains a post¬ 
code lottery new research has 
revealed. 

The Family and Parenting Institute calcu¬ 
lated the ratio of health visitors to children 
under five in England, and found huge varia¬ 
tions around the country. 

In Kent, Eastern and Coastal Kent 
Primary Care Trust had one health visitor for 
every 312 children, whereas County Durham 
PCT has one of its professionals for every 165 
children, the institute found. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust has 103 health visitors. 

The Community Practitioner and Health 
Visitor Association recommends health visi¬ 
tors have a maximum caseload of 250. 

Health visitors provide a valuable service to 
parents. They develop relationships with new 
mothers and fathers by visiting their homes 
and dealing with their concerns. 

They are able to detect problems such as 
postnatal depression, domestic violence and 
child abuse. In 2007, the institute launched 
an investigation into the service nationally 
and surveyed PCTs to discover how much 
access parents had to health visitors. 

It found that West Kent PCT had cut 10 
health visitor posts in January of that year to 
make savings. As a result it would be mainly 
vulnerable children who would be visited reg¬ 


ularly by health visitors, and nursery nurses 
would see other patients. 

The research found west Kent has a ratio of 
257 children to each of its 157 health visitors. 

But the PCT’s budget per child for health 
visiting was £131, which compares with £217 
in the east of the county. 

Asked if only the most vulnerable children 
were able to access health visitors in west 
Kent, Sarah Fletcher, the PCT’s assistant 
director for children, families and young peo¬ 
ple, said: “NHS West Kent Community 
Health provides a service for all children and 
families in west Kent. Health visiting forms 
an integral part of this service, which also 
includes support from GPs and their teams, 
and children’s centre staff. 

“All families have access to the health visit¬ 
ing service and those with additional needs 
will receive an enhanced level of service, with 
key contact points in the first year of life. For 
example, when the baby is first bom, at three 
to four months, and at a year. 

“If the child or mother becomes more vul¬ 
nerable, at any stage, the health visiting 
team would offer a higher level of service 
than the level available to all. If, for example, 


a mother or child became seriously ill, or a 
mother suffered from postnatal depression, 
this additional service would be offered.” 

Liz Bailey, head of children’s services for 
Medway Community Healthcare, said: 
“Health visitors provide a very important 
service to families with young children. In 
Medway, health visitors work closely in inte¬ 
grated teams with other professionals such 
as speech therapists. 

“This allows children to get the right care 
from the right person at the right time and 
allows the whole team to support families, 
where needed. What matters is that children 
get the services they need.” 

Medway has 51 health visitors and spends 
more than £1.9m on the service annually. 

“Parents need a commitment from the 
Government and health authorities that 
their baby’s health and wellbeing is a top pri¬ 
ority,” said Mary MacLeod, chief executive of 
the Family and Parenting Institute. 

“Well-trained health visitors with manage¬ 
able caseloads is the way to go about it.” 
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■ FAMILIES who want their children to apply for a place 
at a Kent grammar school can now register to take the 
11-plus. Kent County Council said those who wanted to 
apply for a grammar school place in September, 2010, must 
register before July 10 to take the Kent test. 

Rosalind Turner, director of children, families and educa¬ 
tion at KCC, said: “Even if a grammar school is only a consid¬ 
eration at this stage, it is worth families registering as their 


child has nothing to lose by taking the test. They will get the 
test assessment in mid-October, giving them three weeks to 
decide which schools to apply for.” 

Registration forms can be obtained from primary schools 
or requested on 01622 696565. Children at Kent schools will 
sit tests on September 15 and 16. Those from outside the 
local authority area will take the exam on September 19. 

Results will be sent out by October 20.

THREE Kent MPs have come out 
fighting against accusations that 
have dragged them into the 
Commons expenses furore. 

Michael Howard (Folkestone and Hythe), 
Gwyn Prosser (Dover and Deal) and Howard 
Stoate (Dartford) are among the latest politi¬ 
cians caught up in the row - although all 
have denied attempting to swindle taxpayers. 

Former Tory leader Mr Howard was so 
incensed by claims he had funnelled £44,000 
in public cash to his local 
Conservative association 
that he took Daily 
Telegraph reporter 
Andrew Porter to task on 
the BBC’s Politics Show 
He said: “Every penny I 
paid to my local associa¬ 
tion was to compensate 
them for services they 
provide to me as an MP I 
use their office to hold my 
surgeries and I pay them to advertise my sur¬ 
geries. Every penny is properly accounted for. 
If I wanted to hold my surgery in a different 
office then I would have to pay rent.” 

According to the Green Book of rules, MPs 
must avoid arrangements which may give 
rise to the accusation that money is being 
diverted for the benefit of a political organisa¬ 
tion. However, Mr Porter dodged the question 
when asked whether the Telegraph was sug¬ 
gesting there was anything improper in what 
Mr Howard had done. 

The £44,000 figure includes employment 
costs, insurance and other general costs over 
the last four years. Earlier this week the 
Telegraph also reported Mr Howard had 
claimed £17,000 for “gardening services” at 
his Folkestone home, although he says the 
company that was paid for the work also car¬

ried out general mainte¬ 
nance on the property. 

Meanwhile, Labour’s 
Mr Prosser has come 
under fire for paying his 
brother Huw £640 to lay 
flooring at his London 
flat - despite living 
almost 200 miles away, 
near Swansea. He said: 
“The Telegraph has all 
my correspondence with the Fees Office 
together with the receipts, and they know I 
declared in writing that I was employing my 
brother for this work which entailed removal 
of carpets, laying of laminate flooring, bath¬ 
room tiling and treatment of damp. 

“They also know I received a quote from 
Heritage Flooring and two other London con¬ 
tractors, and that the cheapest one - for the 
flooring job alone - was more than £200 more 
than my brother’s charge for the whole job. 

“I contributed to his travel costs out of my 
own pocket, so at just £650 the work was very 
good value for money and worked out less 
than the cost of re-carpeting. 

“I defy anyone to laminate three rooms and 
a hall for that price - and he did other jobs 
that I didn’t claim for.”

geted MP, Labour’s Dr 
Stoate, reports he 
claimed thousands in 
DIY materials while 
doing up his second home 
in London. He said he 
bought the one-bedroom 
maisonette in 2001 in an 
“appalling condition” and 
carried out extensive 
repairs to “bring it up to a 
habitable standard”. 

Dr Stoate told Kent on Sunday: “I’ve made 
my figures as open and honest as I can. I’ve 
made my position clear and now it’s up to the 
public to make their own minds up.” 

Mr Howard, Mr Prosser and Dr Stoate are 
not the first Kent MPs to be targeted by the 
Telegraph’s expose, which has embarrassed 
members of all parties and increased the 
pressure on Prime Minister Gordon Brown. 

Labour MPs Bob Marshall-Andrews 
(Medway), Derek Wyatt (Sittingboume and 
Sheppey) and John Austin (Erith and 
Thamesmead), as well as Tory Michael Fallon

Howard Stoate 
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Hazardous waste 
dump trio fined 

THREE men have been fined a total of 
£16,000 for illegally dumping hazardous 
waste including asbestos, a freezer, comput¬ 
ers and washing machines. 

Michael and John Yorke were fined 
£6,000 each and Stanley Yorke £4,000 after 
Environment Agency officers discovered an 
illegal tip on their company’s land in Dean 
Street, Maidstone. 

The trio, of S Yorke and Sons Fencing, 
were also ordered to pay £5,441 in addition¬ 
al costs by Maidstone magistrates. 

The agency said the men had also 
dumped fencing, construction and demoli¬ 
tion waste. 

An officer said: “Paint tins, white goods 
and tar-based felt roofing was among the 
waste, which could poison groundwater. We 
also found broken asbestos.” 

The agency was told the company had 
used the tip for 20 years, but no permission 
existed for tipping at the site.

Cuts to end autism support 


A VITAL service that supports 
more than 1,000 families affected 
by autism is under threat because 
of a funding crisis. 

For more than a decade Jo Blamires and Des 
Walker have been providing professional 
advice to adults with autism, and parents of 
autistic children, and advocating their rights 
to education, health and social care services. 

John Franklin, who runs clubs in Kent to 
support fathers of autistic children and has 20 
years of experience working with those affect¬ 
ed by the life-long condition, said: “This is a 
potential situation that if it comes about will 
be a tsunami of epic proportions for those liv¬ 
ing with autism in Kent and their families. 

“I have been working closely with Kent 
Autistic Trust (KAT) for years and in particu¬ 
lar with their two family support officers and 
am deeply conscious of what it means for a 
family to have their support from the diagno¬ 
sis stage on through life.” 

Funding from the Lottery for the KAT fami¬ 
ly support roles runs out in October this year, 
and the service costs £84,000 annually to pro-

vide in its current form. The Lottery has 
turned down KAT’s bid for extra cash to keep 
the service running. 

One in 100 people are affected by autism, 
but recent research has found that it could be 
as many as one in every 64 children. 

The support officers have 2,483 families on 
their database as part of their network and 
are in touch with 1,000 people by email daily. 

Concerned parents have been contacting 
Kent on Sunday all week. They said Mrs 
Blamires has been providing vital help, espe¬ 
cially to get support in schools. 

Suzanne Green, who lives in Dover and has 
a 13-year-old son Robert with autism, said: 
“Knowing there is someone you can contact is 
so helpful for peace of mind. 

“If you have not got a professional with good 
advice, if we lose the KAT service, we’ll have 
no one to turn to at all. Ideally we should have 
more people like Jo and Des, not less.” 


The support officers work independently 
from Kent County Council and Medway 
Council and represent parents at tribunals 
and through the process of getting statements 
of special educational needs (SEN), which 
legally entitle their children to a certain level 
of support in school. 

Mrs Green said: ‘With Robert the first 18 
months at school was hell. He needed 15 hours’ 
one-to-one support per week and was supposed 
to have a separate area to learn to concentrate 
and speech therapy. He got none of that.” 

Now, she said Robert is doing well in school 
and she hoped he would go on to college. 

Mr Walker helps and supports parents of 
adults with autism and a major part of his 
work is finding them the right support in 
health and social care because they often do 
not fit eligibility criteria, as autism is not a 
learning disability or mental health problem. 

Mrs Green worried where her family would 
turn for support if his position was lost 
because as soon a people with autism leave 
school or college they are treated as adults. 

Families get phone or in person support 
through diagnosis, help with behaviour, help 


accessing benefits, education and further edu¬ 
cation and help with the transition from 
school to adult life. 

KCC has recently carried out a select commit¬ 
tee report on autistic adults, which found there 
were already gaps in the services provided. 

A spokesman for the authority said: “Last 
month, KCC organised an event for voluntary 
and community organisations in Kent that 
looked at the challenges KAT and others are 
tackling. KCC does buy services from the trust 
and we are, of course, happy to talk to them as 
we are always happy to talk with organisa¬ 
tions providing services in Kent.” 

Investment 

Medway Council said it had been contacted 
by KAT and was looking into the situation. 

A report by the National Audit Office pub¬ 
lished on Friday found that most local author¬ 
ities and NHS organisations did not know how 
many people with autism live in their area 
and “lacked understanding” of the condition. 

The watchdog said increased investment in 
specialist services for people with autism 
could lead to savings in the long term.

AN EMBARRASSING collapse of the 
Labour vote has made an already-powerful 
Tory administration even stronger at Kent 
County Council. 

Of the 84 seats up for grabs at Thursday’s elections, the 
Tories won an incredible 74 to tighten their grip on the 
authority, while Labour councillors lost all but two of the 
20 seats they previously held. 

Even more embarrassing for the party is that its 
remaining members now have about as much 
say in the running of the council as the 
Swanscombe and Greenhithe Residents 
Association, which claimed the most votes in 
its ward and earned a place on the council. 

Before Thursday the Tories held 56 seats, 
Labour 20, the Lib Dems six and there was 
one independent. The new make-up is 74 for 
the Tories, two Labour, seven Lib Dems and 
one Swanscombe and Greenhithe Residents 
Association. 

Labour’s collapse at the polls was replicated 
throughout the country as those angry about 
the ongoing MPs’ expenses scandal and the 
Labour Government let their feelings be 
known at a local level. 

The Labour-run councils of Staffordshire, 
Lancashire and Derbyshire were all taken by 
the Tories on Friday, while further bad news is 
expected for the party when the European 
election results are announced this evening. 

Former Kent Labour leader Dr Mike Eddy 
suffered one of the most humiliating defeats of 
the day, receiving the least votes of any of the 
six candidates vying for Deal’s two seats. 

The results came just hours after Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown was forced to reshuf-

fie his Cabinet following several ministerial 
resignations, but Dr Eddy said he still 
believed his party was the right one to lead 
the country. 

He said: “The general view among people is 
that it must be Labour’s fault so we will go and 
vote for someone else. 

“There’s a degree of annoyance towards one 
or two prima donnas, but Gordon Brown is 
without doubt the best person to lead us 
through the current global economic crisis.” 

Aside from the remarkable success of the 
Swanscombe and Greenhithe Residents 
Association, Thursday was also a day for other 
smaller parties to enjoy some small success. 

While none managed to win seats, members 
of the English Democrats, the UK Indep¬ 
endence Party and the Green Party received 
more votes than their Labour counterparts in 
several areas throughout the county.

Euro results due tonight 


RESULTS from the European 
Election are set to be revealed this 
evening. 

Kent is in the South East 
European region, which also cov¬ 
ers Sussex, Surrey, Hampshire, 
the Isle of White, Oxfordshire, 
Berkshire and Buckinghamshire. 

As voters headed to the polls on 
Thursday to take part in the 
biggest trans-national election in 
history, 133 candidates in the 
South East have been battling it 
out for only 10 seats. 

The UK Independence Party cre¬ 
ated controversy on election day 
after threatening a legal challenge 
over the results because they 
claimed a fold in the ballot paper 
made their candidates disappear. 

Voters told KOS Media’s website 
kentnews.co.uk that the list of can¬ 


didates meant the paper had been 
folded at the bottom. UKIP was at 
the foot of the alphabetical list. 

The first results from the 
European election are expected 
today at 8pm. 

All the main parties, Labour, the 
Conservatives and the Liberal 
Democrats, were represented in 
the South East, along with the 
Green Party and UKIP. Other 
groups such as No2EU, Yes to 
Democracy, The Peace Party, 
United Kingdom First and The 
Jury Team were also taking part. 

Commentators predicted small¬ 
er parties such as the Greens 
would perform well due to the 
MPs’ expenses scandal. And with 
Labour in turmoil after a week of 
high-profile resignations, the party 
was also expected to lose MEPs.

Lib Denis will do 
‘reasonable job’ 


LIB Dem leader Cllr Trudy 
Dean admits her party faces 
a difficult task in holding the 
Conservatives to account. 

Despite winning just one 
extra seat in Thursday’s elec¬ 
tion, the Lib Dems have 
found themselves as the new 
main opposition in County 
Hall following Labour’s 
embarrassing collapse at the 
polls. 

But despite heading a team 
of just seven councillors 
against a far larger group of 
74 Conservatives, Cllr Dean 
said she was confident of 
doing a “reasonably good job”. 

She said: “I don’t see why we 
can’t carry the arguments of 
the people of Kent into County 
Hall. It’s going to be a hard 
task but all of us will work 
hard to ensure we do that. 

“It’s important to keep in 
good contact with people and 
providing we do that I think 
we will do a reasonable job.”

However, Cllr Dean dis¬ 
agreed.

Great day for democracy, says Carter 


THE Conservative Party in Kent 
is celebrating a sweeping victory 
in the county elections. 

Cllr Paul Carter, Kent County Council’s 
leader, was “ecstatic” after a day that saw the 
Tories gain 19 seats, as the beleaguered 
Labour Party lost 18 councillors. 

As wards completed their counts on Friday, 
the Tories watched in joy as 74 out of the 
council’s 84 seats turned blue. 

“I’m absolutely ecstatic, the hard work is 
over and we’ve got a fantastic result for the 
Conservatives in Kent,” Cllr Carter told 
Kent on Sunday. 

Before Thursday’s vote he said he wanted 
to improve on the 57 seats the party held. 

“I think you’ve got what’s going on national 
politics and what we are doing locally at 
county level and that acted together and has 
given us a very strong mandate to govern,” he 
said. 

“We ran the election on our track record of 


improving services and endeavoured to con¬ 
tinue in that direction of travel and make 
further efficiencies savings and improve¬ 
ments for the 1.3 million people in Kent.” 

Cllr Carter said the Tory result in Kent 
meant one thing for Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown. He said: “In my view it sends a clear 
message from the electorate telling the 
Labour Government that they want an elec¬ 
tion and they want them out. 

“So come on let’s have an election.” 

Despite fears the MPs’ expenses scandal 
and wrangling in Westminster would 
mean that voters would not show up at 
the polls for Thursday’s election, there 
was a turnout of more than 40 per cent in 
some of the county’s wards. 

“I think it is a great day for democracy,” 
Cllr Carter said. “The sceptics said we would 
not get more than 25 per cent turnout and in 
my division in the Maidstone we had over 40 
per cent turnout which is a very, very good 
result.” 


Now that Labour has been all but wiped 
out of county politics, the Tory leader said 
that the party would have to “redesign” how 
they operated due to the Conservative domi¬ 
nance on the member bench. 

Asked if he would be doing a cabinet 
reshuffle, he said: “I shall reflect on that over 
the weekend, so watch this space on Monday 
and Tuesday next week.” 

Cllr Carter was aware that infighting and 
high-profile resignations in central 
Government had not helped the Kent 
Labour Party’s case. 

He said: “The Labour Government is in 
total disarray and locally they never came 
up with any strong alternatives. They 
never really had anything constructive to 
tell people.” 

He said the hard work would begin again 
on Monday and the party would make good 
its election promises of improving services 
including highways, education and adult 
social services.

DEFEATED Labour leader Dr

ever before. 

And Dr Eddy - who finished bot¬ 
tom of the pile in his own ward of 
Deal - said he felt the people of 
Kent would live to regret their 
anti-Labour stance. 

He said: “There will be absolute¬ 
ly no scrutiny and no challenge to 
what the Tories want to do at 
County Hall. 

“Nobody will be there to hold 
them to account and that’s what’s 
most depressing. 

“The people of Kent will come to 
regret the way they have voted 
very quickly and I think it’s going 
to be an absolute disaster. 

Constructive 

“The Lib Dems have taken votes 
from us, and whenever that hap¬ 
pens it’s the Tories that benefit. 

“The Lib Dems put themselves 
across as the constructive party 
but they are actually the compli¬ 
ant party and will do very little to 
hold the Tories to account. 

“The one silver lining is that the 
Conservative group that all voted 
like sheep in the past will now 
become fractured because it is so 
big and there will not be enough 
jobs and special roles to keep 
everyone happy.”

PREMIUM prices on the new 
high-speed trains could create a 
two-tiered rail service in Kent, a 
passenger watchdog has warned. 

Tunde Olatunji, Passenger Focus manager 
for Kent, welcomed rail operator 
Southeastern’s announcement that a ‘pre¬ 
view service’ would run on High Speed 1 
from the end of the month. 

But he raised concerns that high fare 
costs, which are a third more than current 
tickets, would price passengers out of using 
the service. 

“The increase, which may well be worth it 
for some people because some of the time sav¬ 
ings, are quite dramatic,” Mr Olatunji said. 

“We must not lose sight of that fact, but if 
we wanted all the people currently travelling 
from Ashford, Dover and Canterbury to move 
onto high speed, I think it is a tall order to 
think everyone will be able to do that.” 

He said to upgrade a season ticket will cost 
more than an extra £1,000 when the full 
service is launched in December. 

Under the new preview fares, a weekly sea¬ 
son ticket from Ashford to St Pancras has 
increased 20 per cent from £94.50 to £113.40. 

A peak return from Ebbsfleet in north 
Kent has gone up 35 per cent to £24.30. 

“For some that won’t be an issue, but down 
through the scale... it is quite a big financial 
commitment.

“A two-tiered service is a good way to 
describe it,” he said. 

From June 29 a preview high-speed com¬ 
muter service will run between Ashford 
International, Ebbsfleet International and 
St Pancras International from Monday to 
Friday 

Charles Horton, Southeastern’s managing 
director, said the fares announced were for 
the preview service only 

He said: ‘We feel they offer value for 
money for passengers who will now be able 
to get to London in 37 minutes, and just 17 
minutes from Ebbsfleet.” 

A spokesman for the operator said that 
fare prices for the full service would be 
announced next month. 

Southeastern said the preview service 
would offer passengers the chance to experi¬ 
ence the country’s first 140mph high-speed 


trains and allow the operator to continue 
testing and training, and ensure the full 
introduction of the service runs smoothly 

The spokesman said that over the summer 
promotional schemes would be run to allow 
other people to experience the service. 

Mr Olatunji said: “The main thing is that it 
is starting early, which is a significant oppor¬ 
tunity for passengers in Kent to experience 
the service much earlier than they would 
have done.” 

Discounts 

Talking about the fare prices, he said: 
“Premium fare levels were set many years 
ago and in completely different economic 
times. We would hope Southeastern would 
consider offering incentives and discounts to 
make the service more affordable. 

“Ultimately, passengers now have a choice 


of a much faster service, but at a higher price. 
Passengers will use Southeastern’s high¬ 
speed service if they believe it offers value 
for money.”

KENT-BORN union 'rebel’ Eric 
Hammond has died aged 79. 

He passed away last Saturday after a long 
and controversial career in the worlds of 
national and local politics. 

He was bom in a two-up, two-down terraced 
house in Gravesend the son of a paper-mill 
worker and went on to help smash the grip 
the unions had on Britain during the 1980s. 

Mr Hammond was known nationally for 
his controversial union career, but also in 
Kent for his backing of grammar schools. 

As a child he attended St Botolph’s 
Primary School in Northfleet and in later life 
he was the chairman of the Support Kent 
Schools campaign. 

He was also chairman of governors at 
Gravesend Grammar School for Boys until 
two years ago when he stepped down, but 
remained a “very active member”, said head¬ 
teacher Geoff Wybar. 

The lifelong member of the Labour Party 
fought against moves to effectively ban the 
grammar school system. 

He once said: “Grammar schools ballots 
offer a significant threat to the future of 
secondary education in Kent and it is not just 
the grammars that are at risk. 

“If these ballots are lost, all secondary 
schools will have to reorganise. This will be 
painful as there will not be any government 
money to fund the process. 

“Children’s education will suffer. The 
Government has said that parents will make 
the decision. We welcome this, but need to 
mobilise and inform parents of the dangers.” 

His passion for the grammar system 
stemmed from him passing his 11-plus, but 
then failing to pass the required oral test for 
admission to Gravesend Grammar. 

Humorous 

Mr Wybar said: “The death of Eric 
Hammond has been felt very deeply by all 
associated with Gravesend Grammar School. 

“Eric’s direct association with the school 
goes back 20 years and he made an outstand¬ 
ing contribution both as a governor and chair 
of governors. He regularly attended sporting, 
fundraising, musical and dramatic events in 
support of the students taking part. 

“He was also able to use his experience of 
years in the trade union movement to link us 
with major national companies at a time 
when we looking for sponsors for our special¬ 
ist status. 

“It was typical of Eric that, on his retire¬ 
ment, he chose to give his expertise to organ¬ 
isations within the community of Gravesend 
rather than take things easy. 

“He was not only a supporter of Gravesend 
Grammar School, but also of other selective 
schools and education in Kent in general 
through his involvement with Support Kent 
Schools. 

“His inspiration and wise counsel are irre¬ 
placeable and he will be sorely missed both 
as a warm and humorous person as well as a 
leader with vision and integrity.” 

In 1986, he famously did a deal with media 
mogul Rupert Murdoch for his members of the 
Electrical, Electronic, Telecommunications 
and Plumbing Union to set up new advanced 
presses and then operate them at the News 
International Wapping site in London.

The publisher of The Sun, The Times and 
the News of the World was one of the first to 
leave the Fleet Street area. 

Many sections of the union movement 
never forgave him and he was also criticised 
for smoozing with Margaret Thatcher and 
her trade secretary Norman Tebbit. 

The minister had visited the union’s base 
in Kent several times. 

Months of disruption followed the Wapping 
move with workers having to be bussed in 
under police escort, but eventually the pro¬ 
testers ebbed away and a historic moment in 
union history arrived. 

Eric Hammond wanted to reform British 
trade union culture and in 1989, became the 
first trade union leader to serve within the 
CBI. 

World War Two meant he was evacuated to 
Newfoundland, Canada, during the blitz in 
1940, aged 10, but on his return in 1945, he 
started an apprenticeship as an electrician at 
Bowaters, the newsprint company his father 
worked for. 

He later became a shop steward aged 23 for 
the Electrical Trades Union, then in the grip 
of hardline communists. 

At that time, he was working on the Isle of 
Grain power station construction and was on 
the union’s national executive by 1963. He 
was also a Gravesend councillor between 
1959-1962. 

In 1980, in scenes that were to be familiar 
for him, Hammond took his members through 
picket lines at a laggers’ strike on Grain. 

The Sun dubbed him ‘Hambo’ after movie 
hero Rambo when he was pictured holding a 
lump of flint hurled at a bus window cutting 
a foreman’s head. 

He became embroiled in bitter conflicts 
with the TUC, including once criticising 
Arthur Scargill’s handling of the 1984-85 
miners’ strike. 

Mr Hammond was so determined to bring 
peace between unions and employers that he 
struck a number of no-strike deals, which 
again upset some in other unions. 

Eventually, his 365,000-strong union was 
expelled from the TUC in 1988 and it merged 
with the engineering union to form the 
AEEU, once the largest manufacturing union 
in Britain. 

Mr Hammond retired in 1992, aged 63, and 
the AEEU was once more welcome at the 
TUC. More amalgamations saw it come 
Amicus in 2001, and Unite in 2007. 

He also served on the Monopolies and 
Mergers Commission and was a member of 
the Employment Appeals Tribunal.

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Missing pilot safe and well 


THE search for a light plane that vanished 
over Kent ended when the embarrassed pilot 
called rescuers from Switzerland. 

The aircraft left an airfield in Cambridge 
heading for Lydd 100 miles away, but never 
arrived. 

Rescuers were baffled as to what happened 
to the civilian homemade VariEze aircraft 
and feared it may have crashed in a remote 
location. 

A search and rescue operation was immedi¬ 
ately launched when the alarm was raised on 
Wednesday night. 

A Sea King helicopter was scrambled from 
RAF Wattisham Airfield in Suffolk, to scour the 
coastline from Kent to as far north as Essex. 

All contact was lost at 11am as the plane passed 
over the River Medway estuary at Sheemess. 


The operation was being co-ordinated by 
Aeronautical Rescue Co-ordination Centre at 
RAF Kinloss. 

A spokesman there said: “The pilot had no 
idea of the trouble he caused. 

“He always intended to go to Switzerland 
but was going to refuel at Lydd. 

“Instead with the weather front approaching 
from behind, he simply hung a left and went 
straight to Switzerland. 

“He should have notified the authorities, but 
he misunderstood the rules that govern these 
things, and just didn’t bother. 

“There was a radio on board the plane, but 
he didn’t think he had to tell anyone.” 

The pilot admitted he was embarrassed and 
apologised for all the worrying and cost of the 
un-needed rescue operation.

TWO charities that help society’s 
most vulnerable people rebuild 
their lives have been shortlisted 
in KOS Media’s largest competi¬ 
tion ever.

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A BIRD of prey rarely seen in Kent has been 
spotted soaring above two of our nature 
reserves, writes Steve Knight. 

RSPB experts believe the majestic red kite - unmistakable 
with its reddish-brown body, angled wings and forked tail - 
may have been carried over from mainland Europe by strong 
winds. 

The bird has been sighted above reserves at Elmley, on the 
Isle of Sheppey, and at Seasalter, near Whitstable. 

Warden Gordon Allison said: “Red kites are beautiful to 
watch, soaring gracefully overhead. The sightings have 
caused quite a stir. It seems likely this bird was just paying 
us a visit, but I suspect it will only be a matter of time before 
Kent has its first breeding pairs of red kites.” 

Also known by its Latin name milvus milvus, the red kite 
belongs to the same family as hawks, vultures and eagles 
and is known to feed on worms, small mammals and carrion. 

The species was threatened with extinction at the turn of 
the 20th century, with habitat damage and food shortages 
continuing to threaten populations throughout Europe. 

However, due to successful reintroduction programmes co¬ 
ordinated by the RSPB and Natural England there are now 
more than 1,350 breeding pairs in Britain. 

But birds of prey are not the only new visitors to the coun¬ 
ty. Last week our sister paper Kent on Saturday reported 
thousands of painted lady butterflies have been seen in the 
county after being blown in from north Africa. The distinc¬ 
tive insects, which have orange, black and white wings, orig¬ 
inate from the Atlas mountains of Morocco and are being 
tracked by the Butterfly Conservation charity. In a space of 
45 minutes, conservationists counted nearly 3,000 at one 
location in Kent. Spokesman Richard Fox asked for the pub¬ 
lic’s help in monitoring their movements by recording any 
sightings at www.butterfly-conservation.org/migrantwatch. 

He said: “There are millions of painted lady butterflies 
arriving across Britain. This is a spectacular phenomenon.” 

Meanwhile, the Kent Wildlife Trust is now accepting entries 
for its 2009 Wildlife Photographer of the Year competition. 

Professional and amateur snappers are invited to send up 
to three pictures per category, which are fauna, flora, land¬ 
scape and coastline and people. There is also a junior catego¬ 
ry for those aged 17 and under.

Emphysema 
cyclist Jean 
is coasting 

AN ARTIST whose illness leaves her breath¬ 
less after only light exercise is taking part in 
a 100-mile bike ride. 

Jean Fraser, from Whitstable, suffers from 
the lung disease emphysema but hopes her 
journey from Hastings to the Isle of Wight 
will inspire others with the same condition. 

The four-week coastal cycle, which has so 
far raised £450 for the British Lung 
Foundation, forms part of Ms Fraser’s 
Drawing Breath art project that began with 
a similar ride between Whitstable and 
Hastings in 2007. 

Photographs of some of the sights along the 
route and people she meets will be posted on 
her website - www.drawingbreath.org - 
which also features a regularly updated blog. 

Ms Fraser said: “I set off last Sunday and 
it’s been fine so far. This ride is a bit different 
to my last because I don’t know that many 
people who I can stay with on the way, so this 
time I’ve decided to camp. 

“I was worried the weight of the tent would 
cause some difficulty, but thankfully it hasn’t 
been an issue yet. 

“Regular exercise definitely helps people 
with my condition. Cycling is good because 
you can have a rest when you go downhill, 
which people who go out walking obviously 
won’t have.” 

Emphysema is a chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease (COPD), which in 2005 
killed 11,302 women - about 400 more than 
breast cancer. Ms Fraser was a state regis¬ 
tered art therapist working at an NHS men¬ 
tal health centre when she was diagnosed 
with the condition in 2000. 

She had given up smoking 15 years earlier 
but believes that may still have been the

cause, although she had also worked on 
building projects in the past without wearing 
a dust mask. 

Ms Fraser said the decision to stay active 
after being told she had emphysema was an 
easy one. 

She explained: “It’s important for people 
with my illness to be breathless every day, 
because we have to work that extra bit hard¬ 
er with our exercise. But being so breathless 
puts a lot of people off. 

“Many sufferers are told they need a lot of 
rest, but in my mind rest is a euphemism for 
waiting to die because if you don’t exercise 
then your muscles will decondition.” 

Ms Fraser will be visiting a number of 
Breathe Easy support groups during her 
bike ride, and will also be stopping off at 
Eastbourne hospital on June 17 to construct 
a giant balloon sculpture of “community 
lungs” using the breath of patients, visitors 
and staff.

End of a glittering era 

Cabaret star Dannv dies of cancer, aaed 81

THE world’s most famous 
female impersonator, Danny La 
Rue, died at his home in 
Tunbridge Wells this week. 

The 81-year-old, originally from Cork, Ireland, 
carved an extraordinary career which lasted 
until a stroke halted his performances. 

Noel Coward, who lived at St Margaret’s 
Bay, once called him: “The most profession¬ 
al, the most witty... and the most utterly 
charming man in the business.” 

But La Rue, whose real name was Daniel 
Carroll, finally succumbed to prostate can¬ 
cer last Sunday and died at his home with 
friend, dress designer Annie Galbraith, by 
his side. 

His death was announced in a short 
statement from his spokeswoman, which 
said: “Danny died peacefully in his sleep 
just before midnight last night after a 
short illness. 

“His beloved companion Annie Galbraith 
was with him at their home in Kent.” 

Sparkle 

It was the end of a career that literally 
did sparkle, usually thanks to the layers of 
glittering clothes he wore on stage during 
his elaborate shows and appearances. 

He appeared in six smash hits West 
End shows, plus he achieved interna¬ 
tional super-stardom with appearances 
in Canada and sellout tours of Australia 
and New Zealand. 

His success came in television, films, 
concerts, cabaret, and just about everything 
in between. 

La Rue first donned a wig and eyelash¬ 
es in World War Two for a concert party, 
and from there he started the long slog 
from small theatres to international 
superstar. 

A breakthrough was appearing at 
Winston’s Club alongside Barbara 
Windsor. 

He later opened his own London night¬ 
club in 1964, attracting celebrities such 
as Judy Garland, Warren Beatty, Shirley 
MacLean, Dorothy Squires, Shirley

early in 2006, after which all of his planned 
UK performances were cancelled. 

He was first female impersonator to perform 
for the Queen at the Royal Variety Performance, 
and did some 30 shows for the Royals. 

He once told The Stage magazine: “Sleazy 
impersonators get their laughs by having 
people laugh at women. I love laughter, glit¬ 
ter, and glamour. 

“I suppose I must have been doing something 
right, otherwise I wouldn’t have lasted.”

UN call Kent man to halt disaster caused bv rats 


Scientist is 
pied piper of 
Bangladesh

AN explosion in the Bangladeshi 
rat population has presented a 
scientist with a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to help save lives. 

The last time the poverty-stricken Asian 
countiy experienced such a plague of rodents 
was when it was part of Pakistan in 1958, 
when millions of people died as a result of 
famine and the civil war that followed. 

Concerns the nation is on the verge of a 
similar disaster have led to the United 
Nations seeking the help of Dr Steve 
Belmain, whose Natural Resources Institute 
(NRI) is based at the University of 
Greenwich’s Medway campus. 

Dr Belmain, who has been working on a 
range of research projects in Bangladesh 
since 2002, said the sudden flood of rats was 
caused by the flowering of a bamboo plant 
that takes 48 years to mature. 

He explained: “The seeds these plants pro¬ 
duce in the jungles are very nutritious and 
healthy and allow the rats to breed like 
crazy and produce litter after litter. 

“Whereas they would normally be able to 
breed just once or twice if they are lucky, this 
unexpected change in their habitat increases 
their breeding season and allows them to 
have maybe four, five or six generations. 

Survive 

“But suddenly they eat all the seeds and 
become very hungry and that’s when they 
move into the fields and eat all the crops. 

“It leads to 100 per cent crop devastation 
and that makes the Bangladeshi people 
entirely dependent on food relief. 

“So far there has been some, but not near¬ 
ly enough. We’re now just trying to under¬ 
stand this whole ecology, as it’s such an 
infrequent problem and there is not much 
prior research for us to draw upon.” 

When the rat floods began last month, the 
UN Development Programme asked Dr 
Belmain to lead a team of 14 experts to col¬ 
lect information on the destructive phenom¬ 
enon and provide recommendations on what 
should be done. 

But while other Asian regions have 
learned the lessons from 1958, and pumped 
millions into a scheme to help those people 
affected by it, Dr Belmain said the 
Bangladeshi government was still in denial. 

He said: “They knew the flood was coming, 
but they don’t seem to believe it will cause 
any major problems and haven’t really got 
their act together. They seem to have very lit¬ 
tle memory of what happened last time. 

“There may well be occasions when people 
go to bed at night with their crops intact and 
wake up in the morning with it all gone. But 
because they are so desperate to survive, 
there could quite literally be hundreds of 
thousands of rats running around in the 
fields during the day.” 


Dr Belmain admitted he and his team 
were under pressure to come up with quick 
solutions to the problem. 

He said: “As a scientist you want to be 
there to witness this phenomenon in person, 
but on the other hand you don’t want it to 
happen because you know it will destroy 
people’s livelihoods. 


‘We’re under pressure to come up with 
these solutions and relay them back to 
the UN.”

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NHS milli ons promised for 
single-sex hospital wards

PATIENTS across Kent and 
Medway are set to see an end to 
“distressing” mixed-sex hospital 
wards and bathrooms as part of a 
Government initiative. 

The county’s primary care trusts have 
received a £5.6 million share of the 
Department of Health’s £100m fund for trusts 
to improve the privacy and dignity of patients. 

Patients and healthcare campaigners have 
long been calling for an end to mixed-sex 
wards, and the Government pledged in both 
its 1997 and 2001 election manifestos to abol¬ 
ish them. Now, trusts must provide care in sin¬ 
gle-sex wards by 2010-11. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent has seen 
£3m of investment, which will benefit the 
Kent and Canterbury Hospital, Faversham

Cottage Hospital, the William Harvey in 
Ashford and the Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother in Margate. 

Arm Sutton, the PCT’s chief executive, said: 
“People often feel at their most vulnerable 
when they are in hospital, and being cared for 
in mixed-sex accommodation can be distress¬ 


ing. We are committed to reducing mixed-sex 
accommodation to an absolute minimum and 
providing single-sex bays wherever possible. 

“There will be some instances - emergencies 
for example - where urgent medical care must 
take precedence and the NHS will not turn a 
patient away just because a ‘right-sex’ bed is 
not immediately available.” 

NHS Medway has been given £1.8m of the 
fund, which will mainly be spent at Medway 
Maritime Hospital in Gillingham where work 
is set to begin over the next few months to 
convert many of its current wards into single¬ 
sex accommodation. 

Patients will no longer have to pass mem¬ 
bers of the opposite sex when using showers 
and toilets as the facilities would be duplicat¬ 
ed, the trust said. 

‘We believe every patient has the right to be 
treated in privacy, with the utmost respect and 
dignity”, said Jacquie McKenna, director of 
nursing and strategy at the hospital. 

We are taking a two-pronged approach, so 
in addition to these building works we will 


also be training and educating our staff so 
they understand the importance of privacy 
and dignity and how they can promote and 
protect it.” 

She said that eventually major redevelop¬ 
ment works would see older wards replaced 
with single rooms and en-suite bathrooms. 

NHS West Kent is using £800,000 of the 
funding for a series of initiatives, which in¬ 
volve upgrading Maidstone and Darent Valley 
hospitals to ensure mixed-sex accommodation 
and bathrooms are a thing of the past. 

The new public finance initiative hospital at 
Pembury due to open in 2011 will have 100 per 
cent single rooms and en suite facilities. 

Steve Phoenix, the PCT’s chief executive, 
said: “It is vitally important that the NHS in 
west Kent treats patients with the proper pri¬ 
vacy and dignity while they are in hospital. 

“We want patients to have the best possible 
care in the best possible environment, and 
working with the Department of Health to put 
these improvements in place will help to deliv¬ 
er that environment.”

Sahra Gillet, 35, unemployed, of Canterbury 
Road, Westgate-on-Sea, was bailed to appear 
before magistrates on Wednesday, as was 
Carly Morris, 24, from Dover, who was previ¬ 
ously employed by SERCO, which supplies 
guards to prisons, but has now left her post.

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Project gives

Modem twist for tale 
of Kent Hooden Horse

THE authoritative book on a little- 
known Kent custom has been 
republished to mark a century 
since its original publication. 

Only 303 copies of Percy Maylam’s work on 
the hooden horse were ever printed, with 
Oxford University one of only a handful of 
places where it can still be picked up and read. 

Wanting to honour his great uncle’s wish 
that the peculiar tradition should not be 
allowed to die, Richard Maylam has created 
an updated version complete with new 
photographs and a biography of its original 
author. 

Mince pies 

He said: “The hooden horse is a tradition 
that started hundreds of years ago. 

“It involved a man dressing up as a horse 
and being led around to various homes where 
they would put on a little show in return for 
money, or mince pies and glasses of wine if it 
was Christmas time. 

“There would usually be someone dressed up 
as a woman who would supposedly sweep up 
the horse’s dung, and somebody else would 
play a tune on a squeeze box. 

“In the old days the horse’s teeth were made

of boot nails, so it would make a tremendous 
cracking sound when its mouth closed. 

“It’s a very old tradition that happened 
mainly in east Kent, and my great uncle wrote 


about it back in 1909 because he feared that it 
might die out. 

“People are becoming more interested in 
folklore and because it’s difficult to get hold of 
his book these days, I thought it would be a 
good idea to get it reprinted.” 

The updated version of The Kent Hooden 
Horse was put together by Mr Maylam with 
help from Mick Lynn and Geoff Doel, both of 
whom still perform the custom today. 

Mr Maylam said the tradition, which was 
usually carried out by farm workers at local 
landowners’ houses, was one to be proud of. 

He said: “Kent is the only part of the country 
that had this custom, and I think the only 
other two areas in the rest of the world are in 
Germany and Russia. It’s very unusual and 
therefore very special too. 

“I think traditions like this have died out 
over the years because modem life offers so 
many activities for us to enjoy, but it’s impor¬ 
tant for us to remember where we have come 
from. 

“The hooden horse was important to the peo¬ 
ple of Kent, and so it should remain now.” 

Also included in the re-release of the book is 
an essay written by Percy Maylam on the cus¬ 
tom of Gavelkind - the equal division of land 
between a deceased owner’s sons - and its rel¬ 
evance to Kent.

Hassan, Farhad Foad Hassan, Habib Akbari, 
Hayatullah Naizri and Mohammed Ayub 
Shinwary all completed a Bronze Award, 
which they all passed to a higher than 
required standard. 

Mr Foad Hassan, from Iran, said: ‘When I 
come I had no English and now I learn for 
speaking with other people, reading and 
writing. I am very happy to get qualification. 
This is making something for me.” 

The Riverside Project provides help and 
support for 50 young people, who have been 
trafficked to Kent from places like 
Afghanistan, Iraq and Sudan.

Bottle machine 
injury leads to 
£50,000 pay out 

AN ENGINEER has won £50,000 compen¬ 
sation after almost losing an arm in a 
bottle-making machine. 

David Cotterill suffered horrific injuries 
in the accident when he worked at a water 
bottling company. 

His arm was pulled into the machine and 
he had to have vital medical treatment in 
France after UK hospitals said there was 
nothing more they could do for him. 

The 29-year-old from Folkestone under¬ 
went specialist surgery following the inci¬ 
dent at the Silver Spring Mineral Water 
Company’s factory in the town. 

His right arm was pulled into a bottle¬ 
making machine after he slipped on oil and 
water splashed on the factory floor and his 
shirt became caught in the mechanism as 
he tried to save himself from falling. 

Safety doors on the machine had been left 
open. His arm was then dragged into the 
machine’s workings. 

Mr Cotterill took three months off to 
recover and now works for a different com¬ 
pany. He said he had to travel to France for 
treatment on his arm after NHS consult¬ 
ants said they were at the end of the line. 

Specialists in Paris found he had what is 
known as a “compartment injury”, his mus¬ 
cles had swollen so much, they had became 
too big for the sheath surrounding them. 

Surgeons carried out delicate keyhole 
surgery to cut holes in the sheath, which 
allowed the muscles to expand freely. 

Mr Cotterill still suffers from pain, but his 
arm is slowly recovering. 

Silver Spring Mineral Water Company 
admitted liability and settled out of court. 
Operations director David Hanlon said the 
company had nothing to say on the matter.

Hostel plans 
row goes to 
Appeal Court 

A PLANNING row over designs for a con¬ 
troversial ‘hostel’ has intensified after 
a High Court judge ruled against a 
Kent council. 

Gravesham Borough Council was refused 
an injunction against property developer 
HFHA Group to prevent the redevelopment 
of Cygnet House in Gravesend. 

The council took legal action after resi¬ 
dents raised concerns that the company 
was going to build a hostel instead of the 
60-room budget hotel it had agreed plan¬ 
ning permission for. 

On Wednesday the council said it was 
now taking legal advice on mounting an 
action in the Court of Appeal. 

Drug users 

A spokesman said: “His Honour Judge 
Seymour said there was insufficient evidence 
the group [HFHA] intended to break its plan¬ 
ning permission and building regulations. 

“He indicated that the council was free to 
return to court if there was further evidence 
that the company was planning to open a 
hostel without consent.” 

In the meantime the council’s planning 
committee is set to consider a new applica¬ 
tion from HFHA for a hostel at the site. 

More than 50 people attended a protest 
over the plans last month. Resident Gordon 
Jenns, 63, said: ‘We wanted to show how 
strongly we are against having a hostel 
here... there will be people coming and 
going late at night, so it will be noisy. 

“Also, when it’s that cheap you don’t know 
who is going to be staying there. It could be 
drink and drug users crashing there.”

A CONTROVERSIAL travelling 
circus that uses elephants and 
lions in its shows has been criti¬ 
cised by politicians and animal 
rights campaigners in Kent. 

Martin Lacey’s Great British Circus, which 
boasts of having the largest collection of wild 
animals touring the country, came to 
Tunbridge Wells this week, for series of per¬ 
formances that end this evening. 

Animal Aid, the UK’s largest animal rights 
group, which is based in Tonbridge, held 
demonstrations at the circus site in 
Southborough yesterday evening and on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, calling for an 
end to exploiting animals for “entertainment”. 

“Life in a circus is completely inappropri¬ 
ate and cruel for wild animals,” a spokes¬ 
woman for the group said. “All animals 
deserve to be treated with respect and digni¬ 
ty and have the right to live freely. 

“Instead, the Great British Circus contin¬ 
ues to keep them confined in cages, transport 
them around the country and parade them 
around the ring for the amusement of paying 
punters. The only ‘great’ thing about this cir¬ 
cus is the suffering it inflicts.” 

Long-time animal welfare campaigner 
Roger Gale, the Tory MP for Thanet North, 
said there was no place for wild animals in 
circuses. 

“The exotic types such as tigers, seals, ele¬ 


phants and the like, I can see no justification 
for their use. I have always been against 
that,” said Mr Gale, who is president of the 
Conservative Animal Welfare Group. 

Freak show 

“They will say the Animal Welfare Act 
means conditions are much more strict, but 
in terms of the wild animals I don’t care what 
conditions are like - they should not be there 
at all. Big or small they are not designed to 
perform in circuses.” 

He said there was a case for domestic 
animals like dogs and horses to perform in 
circuses, as long as they were kept in good 
conditions, but not wild animals. 


The Great British Circus tours with three 
elephants, tigers, lions, zebras, camels, lla¬ 
mas, horses, ponies, goats and reindeer. 

The Lincolnshire-based circus is the last in 
the UK to parade big cats and one of just 
three that still uses wild animals. 

Caroline Lucas, leader of the Green Party 
and a South East MEP, said: “I join with 
International Animal Rescue, Animal Aid in 
Tonbridge and other animal welfare cam¬ 
paigners in calling on local people who are 
concerned about animal welfare to stay away 
from this sad display. 

“The once-popular travelling freak 
shows have been relegated to the past 
where they belong and now the EU must 


ensure the same fate for animal circuses.” 

Dr Lucas, who is vice-president of the 
RSPCA, has been using her position in the 
EU to work towards ending the use of ani¬ 
mals in circuses. 

“In the wild, large animals such as big cats 
are social creatures, living and travelling in 
groups or herds. 

“In circuses, they live in mobile wagons and 
often spend most of the day chained up. 

“If they are lucky, they might have access to 
a grassed electric fenced enclosure or slight¬ 
ly larger exercise area,” she said. 

“This lifestyle prevents them from being 
able to perform natural behaviours like 
hunting, playing and grooming, increasing 
the likelihood of abnormal behaviours such 
as rocking, swaying, and pacing.” 

Hearsay 

Martin Lacey, director of the circus, said a 
recent Government report supported the 
case for using wild animals in circuses. 

He said there was not animal cruelty and a 
Defra report did not dispute they received 
the best possible care and attention. 

“The people of Kent like to see animals in 
classical circus and are quite capable of mak¬ 
ing up their own minds about the way we 
care for our animals without the so-called 
‘advice’ from animal welfare organisations 
who base their flimsy arguments on hearsay, 
myth and untruths,” Mr Lacey added. 

The first global study of animal welfare in 
circuses, which was led by researcher Stephen 
Harris of the University of Bristol, recently 
concluded that elephants, lions and tigers are 
the wild animals least suited to life in a circus.

A DECADE-OLD tradition con¬ 
tinues this year as star-studded 
Lashings cricket club plays a 
local school, writes Chris Murphy.

Around 500 spectators turn out each year 
to watch the match, with 100 or so enjoying 
lunch and tea at the Maidstone school. 


Headmaster Joe Davies said: “Sutton 
Valence has an excellent reputation as a 
cricketing school with ex-pupils Robbie 
Joseph and Rob Ferley currently playing for 
Kent, with Robbie hotly tipped as an 
England player of the future.” 

The extraordinary Lashings cricket story 
started when in 1995, Mr Folb went to 
Antigua to open a beach cafe and then hap¬ 
pened to convince legend Richie Richardson 
to sign-up and play for the Maidstone 
restaurant team. He went on to form an all- 
star cricket team with players including 
Muttiah Muralitharan, Brian Lara, Shoaib 
Akhtar and Sir Viv Richards. 

As well as playing cricket, the team does 
tireless work for charities and does all it can 
to promote and raise money for worthwhile 
causes. 

The match is at the school on Friday, 19

WOMEN suffer from more 
headaches, and with worse pain, 
than men. 

And now a consultant who 
specialises in headaches has 
launched a clinic in Thanet, but 
one day wants to have one in 
every Kent hospital. 

Dr Andrew Dowson currently 
runs a clinic at the Bethesda 
Medical Centre, in Cliftonville, 
every Wednesday, but as his 
patient list grows, wants to 
organise more. 

He said: “It is surprising just 
how many people do suffer from 
really serious headaches and it 
tends to be women who suffer 
more than men.” 

A study presented to the 
International Association for the 
Study of Pain in Glasgow found 
women generally experience 
more recurrent pain, more 
severe pain and longer lasting 
pain than men. 

Dr Dowson, who runs the East 
Kent Headache Services at the 
medical centre, said: “Figures 
show women are three times as 
likely to suffer from migraines - 
a serious, debilitating headache 
- than men are, which is partly 
due to their monthly hormonal 
cycle. 

“But headaches are still per¬ 
ceived as a weakness, so lots of 
men don’t want their employers 
to know that they are sufferers. 

“Men are more likely to say 
they are suffering with some¬ 
thing other than migraine, such 
a bad cold, if they need time off.” 

Even the Migraine Trust found 
half of all men were embarrassed 
to admit they get migraines. 

Dr Dowson is director of 
headache services at Kings 
College Hospital in London. 

He said: “About three years 
ago, the East Kent Primary 
Care Trust asked me if I wanted 
to establish a service for the area 
and the genesis of that is in 
Margate on Wednesdays. 

“It has built up to the point 
where we have quite a full clinic 
now. They are mostly from

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Thanet, but we are also getting 
people from Canterbury, Dover, 
and Ashford. I would like to see 
these clinics in all Kent hospi¬ 
tals and beyond. There is a clear 
need for them.” 

He said: “There are sex differ¬ 
ences between different 
headaches. For example, woman 
are much more likely to suffer 
from migraines.” 

Dr Dowson said: “I look to 
break the pattern of headaches, 
but surgery is never needed, 
well, so far. It is usually medi¬ 
cines, either prescriptions or 
sometimes over the counter, plus 
maybe a lifestyle change to get 
them out of the hole they find 
themselves in, just because they 
suffer from headaches. It is a 
global thing. 

“Headaches rarely require a 
surgical intervention. People 
imagine that a headache is the 
harbinger of something awful 
like brain tumours, but that is 
very rarely the case. 

“For those with brain tumours, 
a headache is very, very rarely 
the first symptom.” 
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Band of Brothers research 
used in new Pegasus book 


RESEARCH conducted by Band of Brothers 
author Stephen Ambrose has been put to good 
use for a new book on D-Day. 

The American historian died six years ago, 
but interviews he carried out with World War 
Two veterans before writing the 1992 best¬ 
seller have been kept for future generations. 

Bexley resident Neil Barber is one of those 
to benefit from the collection, which he used to 
help him pen The Pegasus and Ome Bridges 
-Their Capture, Defence and Relief on D-Day. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday before yes¬ 
terday’s 65th anniversary of the Normandy 
Landings, Mr Barber revealed how helpful 
Ambrose’s research had been. 

He said: “It was very use¬ 
ful because although I 
interviewed about 50 sur¬ 
vivors myself, a lot of the 
people he spoke to have 
long since died. 

“He didn’t use a lot of the 
interviews for Band of 
Brothers either, so his son 
gave me permission to lis¬ 
ten to the tapes and they 
were a great help. 

“You get a mixture of emo-

“Although it was a long time ago and 
memories can often fade away, there are 
always things that stick in the mind.” 

Built across the Caen Canal in northern 
France and the nearby Ome River respec¬ 
tively, the Pegasus Bridge and Horsa 
Bridge were the locations for the first 
actions of D-Day. 

In the early hours of June 6,1944, a force 
of 181 men landed in six gliders to capture 
the structures within 10 minutes, thereby 
preventing German fighters from attack¬ 
ing the eastern flank of the landings at 
Sword Beach. 

Mr Baker said he felt this year’s D-Day 
celebrations would be the last of their kind 
due to the small number of veterans still 
alive to take part. 

He said: “There are a number of veterans 
who go out to Normandy every year and 
they will continue to do so until the day 
they die, but it’s important we continue to 
remember what happened because we can 
all leam from history. 

“A lot of bridges have been built since the 
war and obviously we’re all friends now, but 
who knows what the world would be like 
now if it hadn’t been for men like these. 

“They deserve to be remembered for 
what they did, as they were willing to give 
everything for us.”

A WORLD War Two veteran has 
relived the moment he and his coura¬ 
geous comrades surprised the Nazis 
to secure an important D-Day victory. 


MEMORIES: Corporal Bill Howard, then 
aged 21, took part in he daring glider raid 
at Benouville in the early hours of D-Day 


Corporal Bill Howard was one of 180 men who 
glided into France on June 6, 1944, to secure the 
two bridges at Benouville and ensure access for 
the invading Allied troops. 

The operation, which was the first on D-Day, 
has since been described as the finest piece of air¬ 
manship of the war. 

Bexleyheath resident Mr Howard is now 86, but 
he still has a clear memory of one of the most 
important victories in British history, and one 
that turned the tide of the war. 

He said: “I remember getting ready to take off 
the night before at Tarrant Rushton airfield in 
Dorset. 

“We were going to be towed by Halifax bombers 
and it suddenly hit me that we were going to be 
the first ones in and that about 100,000 men were 
going to follow us. 

‘We knew we had to stick there for about six 
hours until everybody else arrived, but even from 
the early days of the war we knew there was a

good possibility we might die at some point 
during it. 

“We set off at about 10.30pm on June 5 and 
landed on the bridges at about 12.20am. 

“The glider I was in targeted the Ome 
Bridge across the river but when we arrived 
we weren’t sure if any of the others were there, 
so we had to run across it shouting our code 
word £ eas/. 

“There were several Germans there who we 
shot at, and we also had to bash in the front 
door of a nearby house just in case there were 
any more inside. 

Wounded 

“We ended up waking two French peasants 
and they weren’t very happy with us.” 

Mr Howard’s comrades who captured the 
nearby Pegasus Bridge had a greater number 
of Nazis to contend with, but their operation 
was also completed with relative ease. 

However, the next day was a completely dif¬ 
ferent story. 

Mr Howard said: “I think on the first night 
we lost one man wounded from my platoon, 
but the next day a company that had been 
180-strong finished up with just 40 men. 


‘We were sent to Escoville where we were 
supposed to take up positions against the 
German Panzers, but we were slaughtered. 

“I was the only member of my platoon left by 
the time I was wounded two-and-a-half 
months later, and I look back on that with a 
sense of guilt. 

“I think we were just fortunate to be the first 
people to land on D-Day because there were 
many other battles that day which were a lot 
worse than ours.” 

Mr Howard, who was 21 at the time of the 
operation, has visited the war graves of his 
friends in the past, but did not travel to 
Normandy this weekend for the commemora¬ 
tions attended by Barack Obama and Prince 
Charles. 

He said he expected the D-Day anniversary 
to be marked in a different way once he and 
his fellow war veterans had died. 

Mr Howard said: “I think people will always 
be interested in what happened during the 
war, but once there are no emotional ties left it 
will not be the same. 

“Perhaps it will be looked at in a more histor¬ 
ical way in the future, like the Battle of 
Trafalgar and others are.” 



Highest military 
honour for veteran 

D-DAY veteran George Batts from Maidstone 
was honoured by the French Government 
yesterday for his role in liberating their 
country in 1944. 

The 83-year-old was part of a group of nine 
men and one woman from Britain who all took 
part in the D-Day landings. 

He received the Legion d’Honneur in a 
ceremony in Paris marking the 65th anniver¬ 
sary of D-Day. 

Mr Batts, who was in the Royal Engineers, 
landed on Gold Beach during the liberation 
of France. 

He was made a Knight of the Legion 
d’Honneur and was presented with the 
prestigious Chevalier medal by the French 
Minister of State for Defence and Veterans, 
Jean-Marie Bockel.

THE nephew of an Air Ambulance pilot 
killed in a horror crash 11 years ago is put¬ 
ting his own life at risk to raise money for 
the service, writes Chris Murphy. 

Pilot Graham Budden, 40, died with the rest of the crew 
when the chopper clipped power lines as it approached 
Rochester airport, and plunged to the ground, exploding in 
a fireball. 

Also on board during the fatal flight in July, 1998, were 
paramedics Tony Richardson, 47, and Mark Darby, 37. 

Mr Budden had been partially blamed for the incident 
because he was flying too low “for fun”, but his widow 
Linda, from Surrey, won a High Court case in Manchester 
in 2004, clearing his name. 

An Air Accident Investigation ruled out the “fun” allega¬ 
tion and the High Court decided that with little left of the 
machine for analysis, the crash had been caused by a 
mechanical failure. 

Now Mr Budden’s nephew Peter Budden is taking part 
in the world’s longest canoe race to raise funds for the char¬ 
ity. He is setting out from the isolated town of Whitehorse 
to paddle 460 miles to gold rush town Dawson City, both in 
Yukon, northern Canada and close to the Alaskan border. 

The 25-year-old from London and his team-mate, Dave 
Towsend, will be two of 100 competitors in the event. 

They want to finish in 60 hours with just two required 
breaks for food and rest. They will be travelling through 
the midnight sun in late June. 

Peter said: “This is a really tough challenge, the world’s 
longest canoeing marathon, through remote wilderness and 
a real test of mental as well as physical endurance and tech¬ 
nique. I’m doing it for the challenge, but also in memory of 
my uncle who was a great inspiration. As well as a highly 
professional pilot, he was always fun to be with and a great 
advocate of outdoor activities and adventure.” 

They stand little chance of winning and admit they are 


up against some of the world’s best canoeists including 
elite adventure-racers and former Olympic athletes. 

After a visit to the Air Ambulance’s base, Peter added: 
“It’s great to be able to see the Air Ambulance up close, and 
meet the team. I only had a short time with the crew, 
because they had just returned from one mission and flew 
off to answer another call almost immediately, but I am 
amazed at their energy and dedication. 

“They clearly do a fantastic job and I am proud to know 
that my uncle was involved in doing such vital work and it 
carries on today.” 

The Air Ambulance Service, which covers Kent, Surrey 
and Sussex, costs around £3 million annually to stay air¬ 
borne, but gets no official funding, relying instead entirely 
on public donations. It has two helicopters that are based 
at Marden and Dunsfold.

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Plaque tribute to 
Bagpuss creator

A MEMORIAL plaque has been 
unveiled at the home of chil¬ 
dren’s TV legend Oliver Postgate, 
to honour the man who created 
Bagpus and The Clangers. 

But some visitors may need to squint to 
see the wording as the Broadstairs town 
council was forced to place it high on the 
wall to frustrate hooligans who may have 
wanted to deface it. 

Administrator Pat Illsley said: “The 
memorial plaque is quite high up on the 
wall to deter any sweet little vandals who 
may have wanted to engrave all over it.” 

Captivated 

The television writer and puppeteer 
changed TV animation forever when the 
likes of Bagpuss, The Clangers, Ivor the 
Engine, and Noggin the Nog appeared to a 
captivated audience. 

Incredibly, just 13 Bagpuss episodes 
were created, but people loved them so 
much, the pink puss became an icon, and 
was even named in 1999 as Britain’s 
favourite children’s show. 

It has since topped many polls of chil¬ 
dren’s TV programmes, often closely fol¬ 
lowed by the strangely engrossing sounds 


of The Clangers, and their friend the 
Soup Dragon. 

Mr Postgate created the characters with 
long-term collaborator Peter Firmin. 

The plaque was unveiled by Mayor Mave 
Saunders outside of the home of the chil¬ 
dren's show writer last Saturday. 

Mr Postgate died last December, aged 83, 
after a long illness. 

His partner Naomi Lindell said: “It is 
super to have this plaque up. 

“He would have liked the idea of having 
the plaque up, but he would also have 
thought it hilariously funny because he 
was like that. 

“He took his work very seriously and he 
took seriously what people thought of his 
work. That is what he was interested in, 
not himself. 

“The fact that the plaque says ‘animator 
and author’ would please him. He would 
want to be remembered for his work.” 

Miss Lindell revealed his deep love for the 
seaside town. She said: “A lot of people here 
will remember him. He had lots of friends 
here, plus there are many people who over 
the years met him and liked him a lot. 

“He was modest about his person and 
intensely concerned about his work, getting 
it right. He did agonise over that. 

“We have notice a lot of people are stop¬ 
ping outside to look at it. A lot are tourists, 
but many locals are too. 

“He was very enamoured with 
Broadstairs - he loved it here.”

Tories must deliver, 
Labour must learn 

VOTER discontent with the Labour 
Government has clearly been reflected in the 
outcome of Kent’s county election. 

The county’s now all-powerful Conservative 
Party swept to victory, winning 74 of the 
council’s 84 seats. The political map of the 
Garden of England is now awash with blue 
and only a few speckles of yellow for the 
Liberal Democrats’ seven seats. 

In a shock loss, Kent Labour Party’s leader 
Mike Eddy was unseated from his Deal 
ward and as results poured in the party 
failed to make any recovery. North west 
Kent was all but lost to the Tories and a 
residents’ association. 

Labour held on to seats in Ramsgate and 
Northfleet and Gravesend, but had to share 
the spoils with the Conservatives. 

As the Tories spend the weekend celebrat¬ 
ing many will be left wondering what effect 
their huge dominance in the council chamber 
will have on politics and democracy in the 
county. 

The Conservatives must not be complacent. 
Yes, they have a good track record and Kent 
County Council is rated ‘excellent’ as an 
authority, but voters must see improvements 
to services in return for their votes. 

All their successes cannot be put down to 
failures at central Government level alone, 
but it clearly played some part. By the same 
token, Labour’s dismal performance cannot be 
blamed solely on the situation at Westminster. 

The Labour Party in Kent must learn from 
what happened this week and come back 
stronger so the county can benefit from 
greater variety in its politics.

Another bad Korea move 

The main stumbling block 

to peaceful progress in Asia 
is China’s sup p ort of brutal 
regimes, savs Tim Garbutt 



WITH a nuclear explosion the 
size of the Hiroshima blast in 
North Korea, the Taliban at one 
point 60 miles from Pakistan’s 
capital and nuclear weapons, and 
the Burmese junta placing Aung 
San Suu Kyi on trial, it’s hard to 
believe that Asia hasn’t slid back¬ 
wards in the last 10 years. 

North Korea doesn’t have 
many links with Kent. No 
tourists. No embassy in UK. 
Relatives of Kim Jong-11 the Dear 
Leader, Great Leader and, just 
for good measure, Supreme 
Commander, tend to shop and 
visit the cinema in Macau rather 
than Maidstone. 

He’s a film fan, so South 
Korean film director Shin Sang- 
ok and his actress wife were kid¬ 
napped in order to build a North 
Korean film industry. You may 
also remember the dozens of 
Japanese civilians kidnapped, 
and hundreds of South Koreans 
killed in bizarre military mis¬ 
sions. Nice guy. Funny, too - if he 
didn’t have his finger on the 
nuclear trigger facing Japan, 
Korea, Taiwan and China. 

Maybe we should care a little 
more. North Korea won’t be send¬ 
ing many athletes to London for 
the 2012 Olympics (only 63 ath¬ 
letes and one gold medal at 
Beijing 2008), but China will. 

And if ever there was a regime 
propped up by its Big Brother 
neighbour, then China’s support 
of North Korea is only out¬ 
stripped by Chinese support of 
Burma. Readers may be aware of 


concerns over the brutal and 
undemocratic regime in Burma, 
and the UK’s failure to provide 
assistance during Cyclone 
Nargis. To read Foreign Office 
statements, though, you’d think 
the UK did act. Hardly, 250,000 
Burmese - equivalent to a quar¬ 
ter of Kent’s population - died 
through lack of effort from 
Britain, France and the USA. 

These things have a habit of 
coming back to bite us: nearly 
200,000 troops in Iraq for failing 
to finish the first Gulf War in 
1991; and nearly 50,000 troops in 
Afghanistan for failing to finish 
the Taliban off in 2002. 

If you’re a policeman patrolling 
Bluewater, the Channel Tunnel 
or Dover harbour after the recent 
Al-Qaida attacks, then you may 
not be reassured to know North 
Korea and Burma have links to 
nuclear and chemical weapons, 
with clear links into Pakistan 
and Afghanistan and radical 
Islamic groups in Indonesia, 
Malaysia and the Middle East. 

Worth remembering if you’re 
heading up to London on the tube 
or train. It’s not scaremongering, 


but the result of what we do or 
don’t do with some of the more 
unpleasant regimes. 

Iran’s nuclear tests and threat, 
especially after the removal of 
Saddam and the Taliban, are 
nothing compared with Pakistan 
and North Korea. If you’re a 
tourist heading to Asia, you 
might want to be aware that 
given the recent US-South 
Korean military manoeuvres, 
North Korea has again warned 
that aircraft in its airspace can 
again be shot down. 

Again? Yes. Remember KAL 
007 brought down by the Soviets 
in 1983? Just a month later 
North Korea assassinated 21 
diplomats from the South 
Korean cabinet. In Burma. 

War-crime regimes tend to 
stick together to share the few 
bargaining chips they have: 
nuclear and chemical weapons 
technology, foreign currency, ter¬ 
rorism and military weaponry 
and sometimes drug smuggling. 

Without full democratic scruti¬ 
ny these things tend to flourish 
on the whim of the Dear, Great, 
Supreme Leader. Unpopular 


regimes like those in Burma and 
North Korea, if they have a 
strong military, can last a very 
long time. Look at the Russians 
in Eastern Europe. Korea is the 
Cold War that never ended, with 
just an armistice since July, 1953. 
There were more than 1,000 
British dead in that forgotten - 
and first UN - war. Burma has 
been a sealed regime since 1962, 
even more so since the failed 
Aung San Suu Kyi democracy 
movement of 1988 and the 
Buddhist revolt of 2007. 

But like the East Germans, 
Czechs and Romanians after the 
Russians withdrew, Burma and 
North Korea would crumble 
within weeks if China ceased its 
support. China is the stumbling 
block to a free Korea and Burma; 
to a nuclear-free and united 
Korean peninsula; to free-trade 
autonomous Hong Kong-style 
zones with Taiwan and Tibet - a 
block to possibly the greatest step 
forward for peace in East Asia.

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Babies aren’t the problem: OAPs are 


I agree with Sir David Attenborough (KoS, 
May 31) on two points; a) the population and 
finite planet, and b) nature will resolve it. 

But I am curious as to how a naturalist 
could perceive the solution to be birth 
limitation. 

The birth rate is not the problem, it’s the 
number not dying, scientific ‘advances’ have 
blocked the drain. One can see the problem 
in any demographic report. 

If one looks at the wider picture than the 
one Sir David presents: The population was 
one billion at the beginning of the industri¬ 
al revolution in 1750. 1.5 billion when the 
first oil well started production in 1860 
(110 years). Two billion when I was bom in 
1940 (80 years). It is now 6.8 billion (4.8 bil¬ 
lion in 69 years), and still increasing. 

It is exponential, not sustainable. 

Finite resources that took millions of 
years to produce are being consumed at an 
ever-increasing rate. 

Food production increased with the so- 
called ‘green revolution’ of fossil fertilizers 


and agri-chemicals, wheat yields increased 
from one ton per acre to four tons, that will 
fall with the depletion of oil, fertilizers, etc. 

We will have to have genetically modified 
plants and foods to fill the gap, is there no 
end to this insanity? 

Ever-increasing amounts of farmland is 
being concreted over to satisfy the demand 
for housing, employment, recreation etc. 

The single child issue cannot work, it has 
been tried, and stopped, for the very simple 
reason of numbers. 

If we say the average age for having that 
child is 20, by the time that child reaches 
20, found a mate and ready to produce, 
they will have four parents of 40 years, 
eight grandparents of 60 years, 16 great- 
grandparents of 80 years. 

Even without medical ‘advances’ raising 
the age up to 100, there will be a massive 
overload on the ability of the young to sup¬ 
port them, either individually, as in a lot of 
countries, or through the state. 

We are about to hit the demographic 


time-bomb with the baby-boomers. 

‘Mother’ nature is very benevolent, she 
does not comply with computers, or the 
idiosyncrasies of the human race or any 
other species, quite rightly she does things 
her way. 

She has been known to have the occasion¬ 
al bought of PMT, I watch with interest to 
see whether it will be global warming 
another ice-age, or simply a human induced 
exhaustion of natural resources. 

This, like the financial borrowing ‘solu¬ 
tions’, is passing the buck to the future, the 
young and un-bom, and they do not have a 
vote on the issue. 

There is a very simple solution, unfortu¬ 
nately it is politically, morally and religious¬ 
ly unacceptable, but nature will take no 
notice of any of them, anymore than she 
will the human safety nets such as the 
health service, health and safety, etc.

Wasting our money 

I write with reference to Paul Carter, leader 
of Kent County Council, and his opportunis¬ 
tic political spin in relation to KCC monies 


and their investment in Icelandic banks. 

On Wednesday, May 27, he was given the 
opportunity to talk on Radio Kent, and once 
again the issue of the £50 million investment 
of Kent taxpayers’ money was raised. 

Needless to say, he made sure he empha¬ 
sised that the council is looking to secure 
“between 90 and 100 per cent” of our monies 
back from this ill-fated arrangement. 

Mr Carter indicated that they had invested 
monies over one and two year contractual 
terms tying up the investment. However, 
other local authorities took the opportunity to 
remove their investments in a timely way 
thereby avoiding huge losses. 

Kent County Council should have done 
the same irrespective of the ‘contractual 
tie in’ because the investment contract had 
been broken between KCC and the Icelandic 
bank when the bank could no longer meet 
their obligations. 

Furthermore, what is not being convenient¬ 
ly mentioned is the further losses of interest 
that should have been paid on these monies. 
For example, interest at a typical 10 per cent 
over two years on a £50 million investment 
would total £10.5 million in interest pay¬ 
ments. This amount, added to the potential 
loss of £5 million if they only recover 90 per 
cent of the original capital, would be a total 
loss in the region of £15.5 million. Naturally, 
Mr Carter wouldn’t want us to be reminded 
of this fact. 

Mr Carter should certainly not be using 
the potential recovery of this money as a good 
news story at a time of political scrutiny, 
afterall the money has not yet been returned 
and was originally lost “on his watch”. I 
would suggest this is Mr Carter’s way of try¬ 
ing to hoodwink the electorate to his own 
gain, bearing in mind the local elections. 

On a similar subject of financial negligence, 
I would like to remind our Kent population of 
how Mr Carter is constantly trying to 
impress the media and the Kent electorate on 
how supportive he is meant to be towards 
Kent local business at such a difficult eco¬ 
nomic time. However, he continues a ‘Judas’ 
activity in setting up and maintaining KCC- 
owned companies in direct competition with 
local business. Namely Kent Top Temps Ltd, 
and now Kent County Facilities Ltd. 

On examining Kent Top Temps Ltd pub¬ 
lished accounts as posted on the Companies 
House website, this company continues to

receive Kent taxpayers’ money in the form of 
loans. I quote from the accounts submission: 
“In addition to this the Company has a loan 
from Kent County Council of £440,000 (2007: 
£310,000). This loan is repayable on demand 
and carries an interest rate of three per cent 
above Bank of England base rate. During 
the year the company was charged interest of 
£33,017 (2007: £18,049).” 

Where would any typical business be able 
to secure a loan rate from a banking institu¬ 
tion at three per cent above Bank of England 
base rate - hardly a level playing field? I find 
it somewhat quirky that these monies are 
“repayable on demand” - how can they be 
bearing in mind they are already our monies 
and should the company fail, this a further 
loss to the Kent taxpayer. I find it quite fan¬ 
tastic and indeed unethical that our local 
authority is propping up their own business 
with our monies at a time of serious recession 
with Kent companies folding and thus reduc¬ 
ing the business rate income. 

Furthermore, on examining the Kent 
County Facilities Ltd accounts, they are run¬ 
ning at a deficit of £37,481. No doubt this 
organisation has the benefit of KCC loans 
too, and once again our monies are being 
used to fund KCC trading activity - but on 
this occasion operating at a loss. 

With recent central government scandal 
around MP expenses and their financial neg¬ 
ligence, Mr Carter has the audacity to 
denounce their behaviour, and yet he is guilty 
of squandering Kent taxpayers’ monies by 
playing at running banks and businesses 
within KCC, to effect his own political ambi¬ 
tion. He has many of his own businesses, so 
perhaps this is a time for him to step down 
and focus on them, instead of using taxpay¬ 
ers’ monies to destroy local business.

Don’t threaten schools 

Cllr Wicks is deliberately distorting the facts 
when he claims the Labour government 
wants Medway council to close schools with 
surplus places. 

The council’s proposals are part of the pri¬ 
mary capital programme which actually pro¬ 
vides investment to improve primary schools 
in Medway not to close them. In fact the 
guidance about surplus places from the gov¬ 
ernment says, “where the rationale for the 
closure of schools is based on the removal of 
surplus places, standards at the schools in 
question should be taken into account.” 

The truth is that Cllr Wicks and his 
Conservative colleagues are the only ones 
wanting to close schools in Medway as three 
of the threatened schools, St Johns, St Peters 
and St Nicholas have Good Ofsted reports 
and should not be considered for closure 
according to the government guidance. 

The fourth school, Ridge Meadow, is regard¬ 
ed as satisfactory and improving and should 
not be considered for closure because of its 


good standards either. The school suffered a 
period of decline and uncertainty following 
the previous closure proposal by Cllr Wicks 
and his Tory colleagues and is now doing 
very well. 

The Conservatives in Medway have not fol¬ 
lowed government guidelines in applying for 
their capital programme so they blame any¬ 
one they can for their own shortcomings 
while children, parents and staff suffer the 
anxiety of facing possible school closure. 

It is clear from reading the guidance from 
the government about surplus places that the 
schools threatened with closure by Medway 
Tories, should not be considered for closure. 

So if Cllr Wicks and the Tories really do 
oppose the closure of good schools, why did he 
make the proposals in the first place? 

If Medway Council’s ruling Conservatives 
want to be taken seriously, they should with¬ 
draw their threat to close good schools.

Employers given 
extra cash boost 
for apprenticeships 

A TRAINING provider in the South East will 
now be able to offer selected employers extra 
money for taking on apprentices. 

Under the Government’s apprenticeship expan¬ 
sion scheme, companies could receive £30 per 
week for every extra apprentice they employ if 
they qualify. 

Denis Hird, training provider JTL’s chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “We work with employers in the South 
East with a terrific track record in training up 
young people, and winning this contract reflects 
the Government’s confidence in JTL’s expertise in 
delivering advanced apprenticeships in the build¬ 
ing services industry. 

“Initiatives like this are very welcome - every¬ 
one knows someone who is suffering in the pres¬ 
ent climate, but if employers do not take a long¬ 
term view they will not have the skilled staff 
available to undertake future projects.” 

The scheme will be targeted at JTL employers 
with an “excellent proven track record” in appren¬ 
ticeships and who need support during the down¬ 
turn to expand the number they offer. 

Mr Hird said: “The £30 subsidy will be paid for 
12 months and payment is made to the employer 
upon receipt of the attendance record indicating the 
apprentice has been present or authorised absent.” 

Despite the economic downturn, the 
Government is concerned the UK still faces a 
major shortage of skills in the next decade if 
employers do not take on apprentices. 

John Denham, the Skills Secretary, said: “The 
businesses we have signed agreements with will 
be able to train more apprentices, thanks to the 
£11 million of funding. 

“In these tough times we are determined to do 
all we can to support business to prepare for the 
upturn and continue to invest in improving the 
skills of the nation’s workforce.”

Laparoscopic surgery is also known as 
minimally invasive or keyhole surgery. 

It is a surgical technique involving tiny 
incisions being made in the patient to create 
a passageway to insert an instrument called 
a laparoscope. 

The thin, telescope-like instrument has a 
miniature video camera at the end, which 
transmits images to a video monitor. The 
surgeon uses this while performing the pro¬ 
cedure using small instruments that pass 
through small tubes placed in the incisions. 

Benefits to patients include less pain and 
scarring compared to conventional surgery, 
and quicker recovery times and reduced hos¬ 
pitals stays. 

The trust unveiled its state-of-the-art 
laparoscopic theatre at Maidstone Hospital 
on May 1, and surgeons from around the 
world are expected to study at its new 
International Laparoscopic Training Centre.

HYBRID powertrains make more 
sense on big cars. 

These vehicles waste most fuel normally 
and there is plenty of space for the conven¬ 
tional engine, plus the electric motors and 
their batteries. 

With hybrid market leader Toyota as its 
parent, it is also not surprising that luxury 
brand Lexus seized upon this benefit and has 
now followed a successful first-generation 
hybrid RX SUV (sports utility vehicle) with 
an even more efficient version. 

The new RX 450h arrives in July (from 
£41,600) to replace the original 400h and 
betters that with 10 per cent more power 
and nearly 30 per cent better fuel economy - 
it will average around 45mpg to make it the 
most fuel-efficient SUV on sale. 

The ‘Lexus Hybrid Drive’ mostly swaps 
between the 3.5-litre V6 petrol and twin elec¬ 
tric motors to offer the best fuel consump¬ 
tion, but if the driver’s foot demands full 
throttle then both powertrains can deliver

V8 style performance, helped by the fact that 
electric units provide instant torque or 
pulling power. 

Total power output is 295bhp and this 
delivers 0-62mph in 7.8 seconds - that beats 
all Lexus IS saloon derivatives except the 
barking mad IS-F V8 (4.8 seconds) - and the 
450h will go on to 124mph maximum. 

And while the heart is won over by straight 
line ‘poke’, the brain is working out the 
financial savings of the hybrid: C02 emis¬ 
sions of just 148g/km mean that it incurs 
just £125 in road tax - about the same as a 
1.6-litre petrol family hatchback. 

Peanuts, you may say on a 40-plus grand 
car, but this highlights far bigger savings 
for company car user choosers, who will pay 
at least half as much BiK (benefit in kind) 
and other tax on the Lexus as they would on 
most upmarket rivals. 

No wonder the 450h’s predecessor quickly 


shouldered the conventional petrol RX 
model aside and became the best seller. 

It is for the best that the hybrid power- 
train is the biggest talking point, since the 
car’s styling is more suited to American 
tastes than Europe’s and the raked rear 
window robs the car of practicality. 

However, Lexus has developed a smart air 
suspension to give the car more European 
or tauter handling and allow greater 
exploitation of the car’s all-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem, helped by a longer wheelbase and 
wider track than the 40Oh. 

More obvious new tech comes in the form 
of a fighter plane style ‘head-up’ display, 
relaying important information into the 
driver’s line of sight near the base of the 
windscreen. 

In typical Lexus style, the car also comes 
generously loaded with kit when compared 
to rivals.

of many convertibles and known as 
‘scuttle shake’. 


The open-top Lexus launches with

Don’t bet against a cut-price diesel 
version arriving later though.

NISSAN’S new city car contender 
went on sale this week, at a reces¬ 
sion-busting lead-in price of £5,995. 

Admittedly, that is for the bargain basement 
Visia version of the new Pixo - you need 
£6,745 for the well-equipped Acenta expected 
to win most business. 

That £750 upgrade brings side airbags, 
remote central locking, electric front windows, 
front fog lamps, colour-coded mirrors plus door 
handles and the convenience of a 50/50 split 
folding rear seat - it is amazing how much you 
can miss the last on a small car with a similar¬ 
ly proportioned boot. 

This grade also brings the auto option into 
play; a self-changer is fast becoming a ‘must’ 
for city runabout buyers, but the four-speeder 
adds a stiff £910 to Pixo prices. 

And air con has been omitted from junior 
Pixos to keep that keen price edge; it comes as 
standard on the Tekna flagship, but prices 
then start at £7,745, nearly £2,000 more than 
the £5,995 lure that got you looking originally. 

Nissan dealers should be pleased though, 
since the Pixo nudges them into a market sec¬ 
tor from which they had been excluded. 

On the other hand, they might have pre¬ 



ferred a stand-alone product of better quality 
that is more than simply a re-badged Suzuki 
Alto - these two clones are both built by 
Suzuki’s Indian subsidiary Maruti. 

Such partnerships are not unusual at this end 
of the market where margins are tight: Suzuki 
already sells the Splash supermini/MPV and 
this has been cloned as the Vauxhall Agila. 

And the Toyota Aygo/Citroen Cl/Peugeot 
107 triplets have been a big success in this 
market sector. 

So, apart from editing the Alto’s front and rear 


ends, Nissan has taken the easy route into a sec¬ 
tor booming in the recession and as pressure 
mounts to cut emissions and running costs. 

And the Pixo fits the bill with that auto 
option, five doors and 67bhp three-cylinder 
one-litre engine capable of averaging 64mpg. 

The really cost-conscious will be miffed that 
the Pixo’s 103g/km of C02 emissions means 
that it cannot quite slip past the 100 mark 
exempting it from road tax altogether - it 
costs £35/year to keep on the road. 

And you also get what you pay for in terms 


of driver enjoyment: the gear ratios are well 
spaced to give the car the ability to tackle 
motorways, but it makes the car breathless in 
town unless you twirl the stick a lot and then 
the engine really lets you know how noisy it 
can be. 

Interior finish is also basic though we can 
expect the Japanese design and technology - 
albeit Suzuki rather Nissan - to be robust.

HondaJazz 


WORKERS returned to Honda’s 
Swindon plant on Monday after a 
four-month shutdown. 

Widely seen as a sign of the UK recession 
biting the Japanese carmaker quickly and 
deeply, I judged it shrewder than staying open 
and selling cars at a loss thereby undermining 
long-term second-hand values. 

Honda has worked hard to be mentioned in 
the same breath as BMW and company - trash¬ 
ing residuals would do exactly the opposite. 

While Swindon has been closed, cutting car 
output from a projected 228,000 to just 175,000 
units in this financial year, Honda has been free 
to streamline existing assembly lines for the 
Civic and CR-V and install another without 
potential disruption from ongoing production - 
also forgotten in that early recession hysteria. 

This new line starts production this autumn 
of the brilliant five-door Jazz supermini/MPV, 
launched last year. 

It is fitting that the economical and versatile 
Jazz should be some good that has come from 


lining 



the recession-induced shutdown - surely, the 
very car to suit tougher motoring times? 

Building the Jazz in the UK will not only 
cater for a recession-led ‘Buy British’ trend, 
but also pave the way for more aggressive 
marketing; with the import overheads of for¬ 
mer Far East supplies also subject to the usual 
tight margins on small cars, Honda dealers 
had been unable to make offers on top of the 
car’s other attractions. 


This helped wed the Jazz to a laudable, but 
limiting customer base: cash-rich older buyers 
who like Honda dependability, but alienate 
younger would-be buyers by saddling the car 
with a ‘senior’ image. 

Some 60 per cent of buyers for the 2002 
original were aged 56-75, but even Honda 
says it wants younger buyers and could 
clean-up - half of Jazz customers buy anoth¬ 
er and its reliability, customer satisfaction 


and depreciation records are impressive. 

It could be the right car too, as people aim to 
save on higher fuel and tax costs, plus down¬ 
size without loss of space. 

The second generation Jazz looks lower and 
wider with much of the effect coming from 
simply double-creasing the bonnet to reverse 
the pinching effect of the old car’s single crimp. 

The interior was never poor, but looks a class 
above now while the ‘magic’ rear seats have

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been refined and carried over; the bases flip up 
for extra stowage on the floor and with both 
sides fastened back you could even load a bike 
crossways. The backs also fold flat to create a 
cavernous load area. 

Other nips and tucks are better visibility out 
of the front quarterlight area, standard fit 
height adjustment on the driver’s seat - it 
might be supermini-size, but you can now 
have a higher MPV-style driving position - 


and further improvement to the ride quality. 

Despite a relatively high body, the Jazz always 
could be pushed hard on a challenging road yet 
does not have such a harsh ride now; a friend 
now regularly forsakes his BMW 320d to enjoy 
the Jazz bought primarily for his wife’s use. 

Both petrol engines are refined, lively and fru¬ 
gal enough to cover the omission of a diesel - 
the company hints at a future hybrid option 
instead. It is a tough call for best buy; the 1.2- 


litre entiy unit tested here (from £9,990) does it 
all, but the 1.4 model (£11,490) has extra com¬ 
forts and can be specc’d with the clever all-new 
i-Shift automated manual transmission - far 
better than the old CVT (continuously variable 
transmission) auto hox on the previous Jazz. 

The new arrangement is superior and even 
undercuts fuel consumption of the standard 
manual and rivals the 1.2 unit, while reducing 
C02 emissions to 125g/km.

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It’s time to think small

GOVERNMENT must get its act 
together and offer training that 
cuts the mustard instead of going 
over people’s heads, according to 
one of Kent’s leading business 
organisations. 

The Federation of Small Businesses (FSB), 
which has 7,000 members in the county, is now 
calling for a dedicated Small Business Sector 
Skills Council to focus on training needs of 
micro-firms. 

An FSB survey found that the micros - firms 
with fewer than five employees - are excluded 
from Government-run training schemes, and 
are struggling to take advantage of the Train 
to Gain scheme. 

Train to Gain aims to help businesses devel¬ 
op the skills of their staff, but many small 
firms are not aware subsidised training is on 
offer and the majority of sole traders wrongly 
believe they do not qualify. 

Despite a £350 million pot being announced 
this year for the hardest-to-reach small busi¬ 
nesses - which tend to be at the micro end - 88 
per cent of respondents to the survey said they 


had not taken up an offer of training through 
Train to Gain. The majority - 78 per cent - 
said the scheme needed to be more flexible, 
and identified the need for training on issues 
specific to the smallest firms, including leader¬ 
ship and management for businesses with 
fewer than five employees, and specialised 
technical and business skills areas micro busi¬ 
nesses operate in. 

There was also interest in areas such as IT, 
health and safety, responding to tenders and 
sales and marketing - crucial business man¬ 
agement skills that the smallest firms may not 
have expertise in. 

Only 18 per cent of respondents were even 
aware that training was available in smaller 
bite-size chunks, which are so important for 
small businesses - the majority of which have 
less than four employees and 2.72 million of 
which are self employed. 

Roger House, FSB chairman for Kent and 
Medway, said: “The Government must start to 
recognise the needs of the country’s smallest 


businesses, especially during this crucial time 
when firms need to be investing in skills and 
training so they can emerge stronger as they 
pull the economy out of recession. 

“We welcome extra funding for, and the focus 
on, small and medium-sized enterprises, as 
well as the increased flexibility. 

“But much of the Government’s training 
offer goes over the heads of the hardest to 
reach small firms because the training avail¬ 
able is inappropriate for the majority of the 
country’s smallest businesses, and because it 
still isn’t flexible enough. 

“A small business with only two employees 
needs to be able to train its staff in a way that 
doesn’t force them to be out of the office for 
days on end - especially during a recession. 

“What we really need is dedicated training 
for the smallest firms and I am working on 
pilot projects to reduce the criteria to two 
employees from five.” 

Tony Pringle, FSB chairman for east Kent, 
said: “It is still very hard for small micro com¬ 


panies to fit the bill for funding and it is just 
as hard for larger companies, but they have 
people who can sit and fill in forms and study 
the gaps in the system. 

“The pot of money needs to be more evenly 
distributed and made more accessible to micro 
companies, but they must also help them¬ 
selves by doing research and give some time to 
identify their training needs and to do some 
basic form filling.” 

Meantime, Kent businesses have been urged 
to step forward for a programme of advice and 
support - discussion and networking - which 
they’ve been slow in applying for. 

Called PLATO:Sustain, it’s being funded by 
Seeda and the European Regional 
Development Fund and is worth a notional 
£3,500 to each firm, but there are criteria to 
fulfil. 

People taking part have to be owner/man¬ 
agers, have more than 10 employees, have a 
turnover of at least £1 million a year and have 
been operating for at least three years. 


A freight worse than debt 


FREIGHT and logistics firms could 
well go through a period of consolida¬ 
tion and rationalisation - mergers, 
take-overs and shake-outs - over the 
coming months as they struggle to sur¬ 
vive and thrive. 

That’s the prediction from account¬ 
ants and business advisor Baker Tilly, 
which has offices in Bromley and 
Tunbridge Wells. 

Businesses are fighting decreasing 
revenues and customers increasingly 
attempting to spin out payment terms, 
leading to a strain on working capital. 

But, says the firm, support from 


banks has dwindled and struggling 
businesses feel let down at a time they 
need support most. This may change 
following the Government’s recently 
announced funding guarantee initia¬ 
tives, but it will take time to filter 
through to businesses needing help 
now. Firms that weather the storm 
may well have opportunities. Some 
freight and logistics companies may 
well be struggling and need to merge 


or acquire. Those that fail may well 
provide an opportunity for others that 
have taken steps to preserve their busi¬ 
ness. Said Baker Tilly: “Inevitably 
there will be consolidation and ratio¬ 
nalisation within the sector and to sur¬ 
vive and prosper the firms will need a 
strong business strategy to ride out the 
storm.” 

Corporate finance director Paul 
Billett said: “With banks being increas¬ 


ingly cautious in their lending deci¬ 
sions and the prospect of decreased 
availability of credit for many busi¬ 
nesses, it is imperative that companies 
facing the prospect of having to negoti¬ 
ate or renegotiate even a small amount 
of funding, receive sound and practical 
advice. 

“For those freight and logistics com¬ 
panies contemplating making an 
acquisition, the current climate pro¬ 
vides excellent opportunities to 
acquire and merge to achieve a good 
strategic fit and ensure long-term 
prosperity.”

A CRACK University of Greenwich 
team has been picked for a presti¬ 
gious award after helping aubergine 
farmers in South Asia control pests 
without having to resort to harmful 
and expensive pesticides.

Natural Resources Institute (NRI) is 
vital to million farmers who make 
their living growing the popular veg¬ 
etable. And the research could be 
useful in the UK. Aubergines make 
up 40 per cent of vegetables farmed 
in Bangladesh but using damaging 
pesticides takes up 40 per cent of 
production costs. Farmers can now 
produce the highly nutritious crop 
all year round without having to 
resort to pesticides. 

This will help farmers’ families who 
will benefit from increased income 
and a healthier diet. 

Excelled 

The team’s International Award 
of Recognition is given to those 
groups that have excelled in pest 
management. 

Dr Alan Cork, group leader at the 
NRI, said: “Over 25,000 hectares of 
land in Bangladesh have now adopt¬ 
ed this method of pest control. 

“However, there is still more work 
to be done. It is our goal to see the 
whole region following the example 
that has been set so that all farmers 
can reap the many rewards.” 

Now Dr Cork and his team at the 
university are looking towards their 
next project. 

“We have begun researching into 
how pesticide use can be reduced for 
tomato farming. This has already 
made a strong impact in India, but 
more funds are needed to continue 
the important studies. 

“I hope achieving international 
recognition will encourage other 
teams to put themselves forward for 
other awards.”

H QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Mention small businesses and people usually think of firms on business 
parks, or little factories tucked away in back streets. But pubs and shops are 
just as much businesses as the next enterprise - and professionals such as 
pharmacists and dental experts are no exception.

But you can get less visible 
braces or have brackets fitted to the inside of your teeth to move the teeth 
around.

Thanks a million - 
firms get helping 
hand from taxman 


KENT firms have been getting a helping 
hand from the tax people - a total of 
3,090 have been given the chance to 
spread a total of £53 million in tax pay¬ 
ments over periods they can afford. 

The number is the second highest in 
the South East after Hampshire, and 
the amount is the third highest after 
Hampshire and Surrey. 

In its first six months, HM Revenue 
and Customs’ (HMRC) business pay¬ 
ment support service has agreed 20,570 
time-to-pay arrangements with busi¬ 


nesses in the South East, involving £374 
million. 

The service provides a fast-track serv¬ 
ice that offers support to businesses 
needing more time to pay their tax bills, 
and businesses can quickly agree terms 
they can afford with HMRC over the 
phone. 

The Budget announced the service 
would be enhanced to allow viable busi¬ 
nesses to have expected in-year trading 
losses considered when asking for time 
to pay their tax bill. 


OIL and energy have been making headlines 
for months and now a big Canterbury-based 
energy business consultancy has taken its 
trade right into the lions’ den - Wall Street in 
New York City.

Computing at a remove 
as IT cloud is gathering 


HEY, you! Get off of my cloud! Or rather, as IT businesses are saying 
these days, get on it - as ‘cloud computing’ becomes the hottest new busi¬ 
ness concept. 


After minor teething problems it’s quickly 
becoming the latest IT phenomenon to affect 
the business world, offering huge cost savings, 
especially for new firms and people working 
remotely. 

Cloud computing refers to a variety of ways 
organisations can use services offered by 
providers on the internet. This means they can, 
for example, store, back-up or archive data, 
manage emails or host applications, like a web¬ 
site, without having to pay for expensive infra¬ 
structure and hardware. 

How does cloud computing work at ground- 
level? Liam Patey, 27, who has just launched 
North Kent Internet Services, which has an 
office in Gravesend, said: “It would appear to 
be a useful solution to businesses like mine. 

“I have only just started trading and cannot

afford a stand-alone server yet. 

“Cloud not only provides that hardware, but 
on a non-contractual, pay-as-you-go basis. The 
remote access feature is perfect for what I do.” 

Cloud computing guru Jon Morgan, whose 
Welsh-based company Object Matrix has 
many Kent customers, said: “Businesses using 
cloud computing services can benefit from total 
flexibility. 

“The pay-as-you-go aspect means users that 
can determine how much of a service to use, 
meaning companies avoid paying for space that 
is not being used. Cloud platforms are extreme¬ 
ly adaptable and can provide rapid expansion if 
demand suddenly increases. 


‘When it comes to using the service, such as 
accessing emails or viewing stored information, 
for instance, companies are not restricted to one 
computer or server network. 

“The main idea behind cloud computing is 
that information is accessible from any comput¬ 
er. As a result, it’s ideal for remote working and 
increasing productivity while on the move or 
out of the office.” 

Cloud service providers use an automated 
registration procedure and web-based API 
(application programming interface) pages. 
This means users can determine exactly what 
kind of service they need, and can adjust at any 
time. It also means that it is as easy to cancel a 
service. 

Mr Morgan said: “Savings made by using 
cloud computing correctly can be enormous. For 
example, we decided to host an online customer 
relationship management tool so our sales force 
and management could keep up to date with 
sales opportunities. 

“Our first option was to set up a tool in the 


office, using a dedicated computer, back- 
ing-up that data, trying to make sure the 
application and the security were set up 
correctly. 

“The second choice was to use an online 
tool, that was essentially pay-and-go, for as 
little as £4 a month. This service allowed us 
to set up as many users as we required and 
a server that we could use to host other 
services such as a bulletin board and a 
website.” 

For the technically minded, cloud comput¬ 
ing is an extension of previous internet 
trends, such as Infrastructure as a Service, 
or Software as a Service, combined with 
aspects of Web 2.0. 

The three primary types of cloud comput¬ 
ing business tools are: cloud-based storage, 
cloud-based application hosting and cloud- 
based application development engines. 

Down sides? The main danger is how 
long service providers remain in business. 
Although the concept is here to stay, some 
companies and products will disappear. 
Even large companies can shut down 
online products, so businesses need to be 
careful about what backup plans are in 
place in case the product goes offline or 
away permanently. 

There are also the same dangers that 
accompany other software programmes, 
such as glitches, bugs and viruses. So if 
businesses are entrusting sensitive data, 
they must be sure about the service.

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THERE is some good news - at 
least in some commercial sectors 
- and I think it’s fair to say that 
better times are definitely on the 
way. 

In quite a few areas falls in house prices 
are moderating, developers are reported to 
be buying land again - and the almost total 
collapse in sales of new properties is showing 
a welcome reversal. 

True, the upward trend is currently region- 
alised, but overall predictions of an improve¬ 
ment are reasonably favourable.

This is in fact a managed environment and 
the appearance of a great deal of it relates to 
farming - more correctly expressed as agri¬ 
culture and commercial horticulture.

Farming, in particular, needs to recruit 
more new entrants to fulfil predicted future 
needs.

He said: “We are recording increased appli¬ 
cations, both at further and higher education 
levels, from people of wide-ranging ages 
wanting to make a career in the industry.

GOVERNMENT borrowing 
forecasts show projected out¬ 
standing debt of £1.4 trillion in 
2014 and some painful reforms 
will be needed to begin to 
reduce what our country owes. 

Each day we continue to hear 
about people losing their jobs, 
and we are still watching what 
we spend and looking to make 
savings, where possible. 

House price data from the 
Nationwide, despite a positive 
blip in March, fell again in 
April. However, despite some of 
these fairly hefty negative indi¬ 
cators, there have been 
glimpses of positive information 
coming through in the UK 
economy, as the rate of decline 
in some corporate sectors 
slowed.

Europe, too, has experienced 
double digit returns. These 
increases in sentiment are all 
set against a backdrop of large¬ 
ly poor macroeconomic data.

So there are commentators 
who are saying, beware, this is 
simply a small rally and may 
not last.

A UNIQUE business hospitality link-up 
is in action in west Kent which brings 
together a national racing track name 
with the Special Air Service. 

Brands Hatch Thistle Hotel naturally 
has a lot of spin-off from corporate hos¬ 
pitality at the nearby track, but it also 
offers accommodation and other facili¬ 
ties to business people going to the 
Treejumpers adventure site at 
Longfield. 

And in charge of corporate hospitality 
at Treejumpers is well-known Colonel 
Tim Collins, the former SAS officer who 
shot to fame with his address to troops 
on the eve of the invasion of Iraq, when, 
as commander of the 1,200 strong Royal 


Irish battlegroup, he urged his men to 
“liberate and not to conquer”. 

Treejumpers activities include aerial 
adventure, survival, archery, air rifles, 
caving, paintballing, teambuilding, first 
aid and motorised sports. 

The Brands Hatch Thistle Hotel can 
entertain corporate guests or employ¬ 
ees at its De Havilland suite which 
holds up to 300 people, and it has just 
opened its Racing Bar (pictured below, 
and inset) aimed at attracting well-off 
motorcyclists. 

All day meetings can be held in one of 
its many training rooms followed by a 
team-building session at the racing cir¬ 
cuit next door or at Treejumpers.

Learning 

curve leads 

to the top 


MANY people making careers in hospitality and tourism learn on the 
job - hands-on work with experienced mentors giving advice and sup¬ 
port, writes Tony Patey. 

But anyone wanting a wider view of the industry can take a degree course. A few universi¬ 
ties offer courses in hospitality business management, and students not only gain knowledge, 
they meet people from all over the world and get to hear about the best ways of doing the job 
from the experts. The hospitality industry is competitive, fast-growing and international, and 
currently in the UK alone it’s worth £68 billion a year. 

It covers areas including, deluxe hotels, restaurants, designer bars, food service manage¬ 
ment, specialist catering for sporting and other events, budget hotels, quick-service retail 
restaurants, pubs and bars, nightclubs and running your own business. KOS Media took a 
look at two courses on offer: one at London Metropolitan University and the other at Sheffield 
Hallam University. 


London: A business-based course that pro¬ 
viding key skills which can be applied across 
the industry. A major benefit involves the 
range of problem-solving exercises working 
with hospitality and tourism employers in 
London, including hotels, restaurants, pubs 
and clubs, public and private healthcare, and 
travel and tourism. 

The international dimensions of the course 
help attract a cosmopolitan mix of students, 
and there are numerous examples of best 
practice within the London hospitality sec¬ 
tor. London Met also houses leading consul¬ 
tancy and research centres, which help 
attract high-calibre visiting lecturers. 

For Single Honours you take eight modules 
at each level. Joint Honours involves four 
modules from each level in International 
Hospitality Management, plus four from 
your other subject. You may also choose a 
major/minor combination at the end of level 
one. 

Level one modules are Hospitality Today, 
Studying Service Sector Management, 
Quantitative Analysis for the Creative 
Industries, Economics for the Service Sector, 
International Beverage Studies, 
Introduction to Marketing and a language or 
optional modules. 

Level two promotes a more critical, in- 
depth approach to the understanding of the 
international industry, and modules are 
International Food and Service 
Management, Information Technology in 
Hospitality, Leisure and Tourism, Finance 
for Leisure and Tourism, Hospitality 
Consultancy, the Consumer in Leisure, 
Tourism and Hospitality and Organisational 
Management and Design. Level three focus¬ 


es on strategic and contemporary matters 
and modules are Culture, Hospitality and 
Tourism, Research and Dissertation, Global 
Strategic Issues in Hospitality and Tourism 
Management, International Corporate 
Finance and Technological Innovation in the 
Hospitality Industry. 

The course includes a compulsory one-year 
paid work placement between levels two and 
three, but exemptions may be granted if you 
already have appropriate work experience. If 
you are on the Joint Honours course, you can 
also benefit from an optional short work 
placement that counts as credit towards your 
degree. Graduates have obtained jobs with 
organisations such as Forte UK and Hilton 
International. 

Sheffield: The course gives students a 
chance to enter the Young Guns competition, 
an industry award that recognises students 
who have excelled during their placement. 
Sheffield students have been winners or 
finalists for the last eight years. 

Its international award places greater 
emphasis on the global hospitality industry. 
To gain this award you must take a work 
placement abroad. 

After your second year, you can take an 
optional one-year paid work placement. 
Placements are a valuable way of increasing 
employability and starting salary. The uni¬ 
versity helps students find a suitable place¬ 
ment and provides support while they are 
there. 

Past students have worked at Walt Disney 
World Resort, Florida; University of Warwick 
hospitality; Marriott Hotel, County Wicklow, 
Ireland; All Bar One, Jupiter Island Club, 
Florida; and Grand View Lodge, Minnesota. 
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Mission: Impossibly good 


AS A MARKETING tool, corporate entertaining can be one of the 
most effective because clients can be clearly defined, and so precisely 
targeted, writes Tony Patey. 

However, as with all marketing, the imponderable areas are always - what are your rivals 
up to, and are they being more imaginative? 

One way of targeting clients is to invite them to a totally unique event, and this kind of 
thinking is going high on agendas these days, and is very effective if it is even tailored to the 
clients’ personal interests. 

A leading UK hospitality company, the Business Hospitality Bureau, does just that and it 
has produced some case studies on events which have successfully taken place: 


Case study 1: Licence to Thrill 
Client: International satellite company 
Brief: Create a unique event to impress up 
to 100 international clients in London for a 
trade exhibition 

Proposal: Special agent party in the style 
of superspy James Bond 007 

Features: 

• Invitations in the form of a mission kit 

• Mysterious entrance to event, chosen to 
create suspense 

• Glamorous girls serving cocktails - shaken 
not stirred 

• Team of actors employed to 
carry out specific mission 
roles 

• Guests, now briefed as 
special agents, were 
whisked off to 
Chelsea Harbour in 
blacked-out coaches 

• After mock fights, 
remote controlled 
landings and shoot- 
outs, the baddies 
made a rapid escape 
in a speedboat 

• Agents jumped 
aboard a fleet of power- 
cruisers plus a police launch 
and set off in hot pursuit 

• Messages were relayed to the cruisers: 
“Bomb on board”, and much hilarity was had 
in finding and defusing them 

• With meticulous timing the cruisers 
arrived just where a fleet of white stretch 
limousines was drawing up with Harley- 
Davidson outriders. 

• The mission then transferred to land, tak¬ 
ing guests to their final destination for a 
sumptuous dinner and fireworks finale with 
client’s corporate logo illuminated

• A hosted drive round a bowl circuit by a 
professional racing driver at 160 mph 

• Taking control and flying a twin-seat heli¬ 
copter 

• Manoeuvring a JCB through an obstacle

• Driving off-road round a specially designed 
circuit 

• Racing go-karts against each other 

• Experiencing the thrill of being at the pit-

NO WONDER business people 
enjoy a day at the races - seeing a 
fighting fit thoroughbred beat all¬ 
comers to be first past the post and 
the sheer joy of winning - what’s 
not to like? 

At Folkestone racecourse there are hospital¬ 
ity suites overlooking the track in the modem 
Glover Stand. 

While picking winners, guests can enjoy a 
three-course meal or hot and cold buffet, and 
the boxes overlook the paddock from the rear 
balcony, with a view of the entire course and 
winning post from the front balcony. 

Numbers over 150 can be catered for using a 
marquee. However, the fully inclusive pack¬ 
ages include race day badges, race cards, food, 
tea and coffee, CCTV, 
waitress service, car 
parking and private 
room hire. 

But apart from the 
wining and dining, 
company promotion 
can be really off to the 
races if hospitality is 
combined with race 
sponsorship. 

A business can 
advertise and heighten its profile by using the 
company name in race titles. It can have a race 
or a series of races throughout the day; men¬ 
tioning its services or products in different 
races. Alternatively, it can just personalise the 
race title to celebrate a birthday, anniversary 
or any other special occasion.

And www.attheraces.com attracts a predom¬ 
inantly male audience with a significant pro¬ 
portion of ABC1 viewers - 31 per cent of the At 
The Races audience consists of male ABC1 
viewers in comparison with just 18 per cent of 
the total multi-channel TV audience. 


Official figures show its reach as: Monthly, 
1,483,828 different individuals; weekly 
740,523 different individuals; daily 256,400 
different individuals; and daily peak 456,400 
different individuals. 

Sponsors can also advertise in the race card 
with a full page full colour advertisement at no 
extra charge, and a company video may be 
shown through the CCTV system throughout 
the course. 

The company/group name will be mentioned 
on the PA throughout the day and the party is 
invited to judge the best turned out horse in 
the paddock prior to the race as well as enjoy 
a glass of champagne in the directors’ box dur¬ 
ing the race. The firm also has the opportuni¬

100 YEARS AGO, JUNE 10: Evidence 
that the Isle of Sheppey was consid¬ 
ered even more isolated a century ago 
than it is today is provided by the deci¬ 
sion to exclude a Sheerness-based side from the 
Kent League for the 1909/1910 season. 

The provisional line-up for the league was drawn- 
up, but Royal Garrison Artillery were left out in the 
cold “owing to their geographical” situation - they 
asked the league to reconsider. 

Nor was there a place for Tunbridge Wells Rangers, 
who tried, unsuccessfully, to join the South Eastern 
League and had somewhat rashly already sent a letter 
to the KCFA, withdrawing from the county competition. 

Middlesbrough signed Maidstone United goalkeep¬ 
er Percy Tompsett, beating off competition from 
Tottenham Hotspur. 


JUNE 51959: A series of records fell at 
the Kent Athletics championships, held 
at the Erith Stadium. Blackheath 
Harriers’ Ted Sampson broke a record 
for the 440 yards, recording 48.3 seconds, knocking 
0.9 of a second of the previous year’s mark, while 
John Winch broke the half-mile and mile records. 

For the mile event he completed two laps in 2.04.8 
seconds and set a time 4.10.5 at the end, winning by 
14 yards from JR Pettitt of Aylesford Paper Mills. 

Just three quarters of an hour later he’d recovered 
to shave nine seconds of the half-mile record, setting 
a time of 1.55. 

The Mid-Kent Committee of the County Hockey 
Association was formed, with a view to recruiting play¬ 
ers from previously neglected areas for the county team. 




25 YEARS AGO: At the age of 40, 
Gloucestershire’s John Shepherd 
destroyed Kent’s chances of going top 
of the County Championship, by taking 
9 for 26 at Canterbury as Kent lost by six wickets. 

In the John Player League, however, Kent had the 
upper hand against Gloucestershire. Richard Ellison 
underlined England credentials with 84 runs and then 
took 4 for 52 as Kent won by 13 runs. Alan Knott 
chipped in with 29 not out. 

Teenager Lee Petters, 13, won a golf tournament in 
Bearsted, beating a host of senior players. Lee, from 
the Walmer & Kingsdown Club, admitted he had 
never even had a lesson, but had been playing for 
four years.

From rags to riches 

Club’s Iona iournev from Watlina Street to Princes Park

WATLING Street, Dartford, host¬ 
ed FA Trophy semi-finals, a 
Football League play-off semi¬ 
final, honed the managerial tal¬ 
ents of Peter Taylor and John Still 
and was a launch pad for Andy 
Hessenthaler’s playing career. 

It ended up as another vapid housing estate, 
victim of the nefarious agenda of a former 
chairman. 

After a nomadic, formative spell from 1888, 
Dartford set up shop at Summers Meadow in 
Lowfield Street, but with the help of local 
businesses, the club reformed as a limited 
company and in 1921 a home was built on the 
old Roman Road of Watling Street in Stone. 

Atmosphere 

The Darts evolved into one of the top semi- 
professional sides in the country, winning 
multiple Southern League honours and regu¬ 
larly troubling League sides in the FA Cup. 

Watling Street was an integral part of the 
success. 

The grass banking behind the goals and the 
proximity of the terracing to the pitch gener¬ 
ated an intimidating atmosphere, particularly 
when it was full. 

A crowd of 11,004 was reported to have 
attended an FA Cup tie with Leyton Orient 
in the 1948/49 season, with a similar number 
watching Gravesend & Northfleet host 
Sunderland in the same competition a couple 
of decades later. 

After a second round draw with 
Bournemouth in 1984, television cameras 


entered the dressing room to film the players’ 
reaction to the third round draw and viewers 
were greeted by bearded men in underpants 
leaping around in joy when they were paired 
with Manchester United. 

The Darts lost the replay and despite the 
side’s progress under Peter Taylor, trouble 
loomed when they allowed Maidstone United 
to move in as tenants in 1988. 

Co-habitation initially benefited both clubs, 
but when United unexpectedly won promo¬ 
tion to the Football League a year later, they 
needed to make substantial improvements to 
meet the league’s entry criteria. 

It may have been one of the county’s top 
grounds, but in terms of facilities it was vast¬ 
ly inferior to Princes Park and by Football 
League standards it was arguably the worst 
of the 92, with only Northampton’s County 
Ground and Halifax’s Shay posing any seri¬ 
ous competition. 

In 1992 the pay-off arrived, with a stagger¬ 
ing, but apparently legal boardroom manoeu¬ 
vre. 

With Dartford and Maidstone both in 
financial danger, United chairman Jim 
Thompson joined the Darts’ board. 

A clause in Dartford’s constitution said that 
in the event of the club folding, any assets 


would be used to help it reform. 

Thompson, astonishingly, persuaded the 
other directors to waive this clause. 

Perhaps their only crime was naivety - as 
Mike Ashley has shown, otherwise successful 
businessmen often leave their brains in the 
cloakroom when they get involved with foot¬ 
ball clubs. 

But the cost of the ground improvements 
was then “sold” to Dartford and both clubs 
went under in quick succession, with Watling 
Street sold to pay creditors. 

A few people undoubtedly did very well out 
of the deal, but a site that was a focal point for 
an entire community was lost. 

It wasn’t illegal, but whether it was 
immoral or not was best summed up by the 
Kent author Mike Floate, who went to see the 
ground when it was being demolished. 

“I was stood at the gate when an old man 
was pushed along in his wheelchair. His carer 
parked him by the gate and left him there, 
going over the road to buy a paper. 

“Neither he nor I said anything, he just 
looked sadly into the half-demolished ground. 
How I wish those involved in the destruction 
of this ground had seen his sadness.” 

It can only be hoped he lived to see the day 
Princes Park opened. 


Ex-Kent ace Edrich dies

BRIAN Edrich, who passed away 
last Sunday at the age of 86, was 
that rarity on the cricketing cir¬ 
cuit, a left-handed batsmen who 
bowled right-handed. 

Edrich was a member of a crick¬ 
eting clan - he had three brothers 
who played First Class cricket 
(Bill, Eric and Geoff), though the 
most talented member of his fam¬ 
ily was his cousin, John who 
played 77 Tests for England. 

Born in Cantley, Norfolk on 
August 18, 1922, Edrich was one 
of a generation of cricketers 
whose career was put on hold by 
the World War Two. 

Having made his debut for the 
seconds in 1939, he didn’t make 
his first-team bow until 1947 and 
had to wait two years to receive 
his county cap. 


1949 saw arguably Edrich’s 
finest hour as a cricketer, ironical¬ 
ly in a losing cause. 

Kent were playing their tradi¬ 
tional Tunbridge Wells derby fix¬ 
ture with Sussex at The Nevill, 
but they allowed their neighbours 
to post 482 for 9 in their first 
innings. 

Edrich hit 60 in Kent’s first 
innings and a career-best 193 in 
the second, which included a 
record ninth wicket partnership 
of 161 with Frank Ridgway, in a 
six-wicket defeat. 

Earlier that summer Edrich 
recorded career-best bowling fig¬ 
ures of 7 for 41 against 
Hampshire. He passed 1,000 runs 
for the season just once, in 1951. 

He moved to Glamorgan in 
1954 and drifted into coaching, 


though he was still playing minor 
counties cricket for Oxfordshire in 
1970. 

At the end of his First Class 


playing days Edrich had scored 
5529 runs at an average of 19.96 
and taken 137 wickets at 33.18 
apiece.

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Budget cuts force ‘Mr Fleet’ to quit 


OUTGOING Ebbsfleet United club 
secretaiy Roly Edwards fears for 
the club’s future after budget cuts 
forced players and staff to leave this 
week. 

Edwards, who has been involved 
with the club on a voluntary basis 
for 15 years, decided to call it a day 
after watching the majority of the 
players released this week and 
assistant boss Alan Kimble shown 
the door. 

A major reduction in interest from 
the club’s website owners has forced 
Fleet to slash its players’ budget to 


£5,000 a week, down by 50 per cent 
on last season. 

As a result of being unable to pay 
players a full-time wage, the major¬ 
ity of the squad are available to talk 
to other clubs, with only five con¬ 
tracted to stay at Stonebridge 
Road. 

Edwards had seen enough. 

“I was getting frustrated with 
how long it took for things to hap¬ 
pen at the club,” he said. 

“There are a lot of good people at 
MyFc doing a lot of work, but I do 
feel they have been naive. The 


whole concept is still evolving. 

“Hindsight is a wonderful thing, 
but I do believe things could have 
been done differently. 

“I think it would be foolish not to 
fear for the club’s future and Liam 
Daish is certainly going to have a 
tough task on his hands tiying to 
keep the club in the league with 
what really is a relegation budget.” 

Daish is set to continue as manag¬ 
er of the club after MyFc members 
voted to extend his contract. 

Daish, who celebrated four years 
in charge at Stonebridge Road last 


season, is disappointed to see 
Edwards and Kimble leave, but is 
ready for the challenge ahead. 

“Obviously I am glad to be staying 
on at the club, but now I face the dif¬ 
ficult task of recruiting players and 
putting a squad together,” he said. 

“To lose Alan and Roly is a big 
blow too and I think it will be hard 
to find anyone to fill those shoes. 

“We are probably going to have to 
look at bringing in young players, 
who have been released by bigger 
clubs, as I have no money to spend 
on players.”

GILLINGHAM held talks with vet¬ 
eran striker Dean Windass this 
week in a bid to bring the former 
Hull City striker to Priestfield next 
season, writes David Pritchard. 

The 40-year-old was released by the

Gills boss Mark Stimson about a possible 
move.

“All across the board we’re looking to 
improve on next season and people of that cal¬ 
ibre will I’m sure help us do that.” 

As well as at least one striker, the Gills are 
hoping to bring in a winger, a ball-playing 
central midfielder and a centre-back during 
the close season. 


Andy Barcham would fulfil the winger’s role 
if he agrees to a new deal. 

Constructive negotiations have been held 
but a decision is not expected until after the 
former Tottenham forward returns from holi¬ 
day later this month. 

Glenn Poole, who played for Stimson at 
Grays and has been released by Brentford, 
has spoken with the club but may be 


surplus to requirements if Barcham signs. 

Kevin Maher is the top target for the mid¬ 
fielder spot and the Gills were expecting a 
decision from the 32-year-old after Kent on 
Sunday went to press. 

Stimson also enquired about Peterborough 
defender Shane Blackett, but with the 
Championship club looking for a transfer fee, 
a move is unlikely. 


Fears over Jacko burn-out 


SIMEON Jackson may need 
special attention next season to 
avoid suffering from fatigue if he 
is included in Canada’s Gold 
Cup squad, according to man¬ 
ager Mark Stimson. 

The 22-year-old striker played 
his 50th game of the season last 
weekend, scoring on his inter¬ 
national debut against Cyprus. 

His 22nd goal of the season 
boosted his hopes of being 
included in Stephen Hart’s 
squad for next month’s tourna¬ 
ment in the USA, which is North 
America’s version of the 
European Championships. 

If Jackson was picked it would extend his 
season to more than a year after starting 
pre-season training last summer. 

Stimson is not overly concerned despite 
the chance of his top scorer missing some of 
pre-season, although he did admit the strik¬ 


er’s condition would have to 
be closely scrutinised next 
season if the call comes. 

He said: “We might have to 
monitor it in the season 
because he’s gone a full cal¬ 
endar playing, but I’m sure 
he’ll be fine. 

“Age is on his side, he’s so 
young and fit he probably 
won’t need a full pre-season 
like some of the other boys 
because he hasn’t had as 
much time off. 

“We expect him to come 
back with a smile on his 
face and hopefully take us 
on. It’s a massive tournament, he’s training 
with international players. 

“If he can adapt to it then it’s only going to 
make him a better player and he might 
come back with something a bit different 
than what he had last year.”

Champions League 
spot may still be up 
for grabs for Kent 

JUSTIN Kemp and Azhar Mahmood’s deci¬ 
sion to pull out of the Indian Cricket League 
(ICL) has paved the way for Kent to compete 
in the Champions League - if they qualify. 

The Kent duo played two seasons in the 
controversial ICL, a competition not sanc¬ 
tioned by the International Cricket Council, 
but have taken the decision to distance them¬ 
selves from the competition and commit to 
playing at Kent. 

Former South African international Kemp 
would have had to renegotiate a deal to play in 
the Twenty20 event, but Mahmood still had a 
year left on his contract. 

For Kemp, he is just glad to have ended the 
saga which nearly saw him miss out on re¬ 
signing for Kent last season. 

Agreement 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The reason I 
signed for ICL was to play cricket for Kent. I 
had an offer from the Indian Premier League 
and that would have been a whole lot easier 
but obviously I would have lost a month-and- 
a-half of cricket with Kent. 

“We came to a mutual agreement that play¬ 
ing ICL would be better and would give me 
more time for Kent, but it proved to be the 
wrong decision. 

“I’m just glad it’s over but is one of those 
offers that you just couldn’t turn down. 

“In hindsight I wouldn’t have done it again 
and it’s nice to be able to play with nothing 
over your head, that’s a nice feeling. 

“People had this perception that I was a 
rebel and when I came back from India it felt 
as though I had killed someone - that was the 
perception that flew around the ICL and 
that’s pretty wrong.” 

If Kent were to make the final of this year’s 
Twenty20 Cup, they would be able to play in 
the Champions League, an event they missed 
out on last season because of Kemp and 
Mahmood’s involvement in the ICL. 



DECISION: How we reported Kent’s hopes

AFTER winning the Ashes and more 
recently the ICC Women’s World Cup in 
Australia, England have set their sights 
on the inaugural World Twenty20. 

Led by Kent skipper Charlotte Edwards, England 
are the team to beat in the competition and the fact 
it’s being staged in this country, including the final at 
Lord’s ahead of the men’s World Twenty20 final, puts 
added pressure on the side. 

The England side, which also includes Kent’s left¬ 
hander Lydia Greenway, have been preparing for the 
competition by playing against a series of county 
academy sides and Dulwich College to ensure they 
are ready for the World Twenty20. 

Edwards, 29, believes the experience will put her 
side in good stead and sent a stark warning to the 
rest of the international teams, that England are bet¬ 
ter prepared than they were for the World Cup. 

Comfort zone 

“It’s been good preparation because it was about 
getting us out of our comfort zone and having to 
deal with it as a bowling unit, playing against men 
who would hit it a lot further if you were just light¬ 
ly off line,” she said. 

‘We played against our girls’ academy after that and 
found it a lot easier than against the boys. I think we 
are more prepared than we were for the World Cup.” 

Being a fan of the Twenty20 format, and regarded 
as one of the best players of 20-over cricket in the 
world, Edwards admits the competition is likely to 
bring the nations closer in terms of ability. 

While you are unlikely to see a six-hitting innings 
typical of a Chris Gayle or Brendon McCullum, the 
women’s game has come on leaps and bounds in 
recent years and their ability to manoeuvre the ball 
around the ground and athleticism in the field is 
catching up with the men’s game. 

Edwards said: ‘We are not going to hit the ball out 
of the ground but there will be lots of fours and our 
fielding has really come on and is up there with the 
men’s game, I think it will be exciting to watch. It’s

such an exciting format as there’s always something 
happening.” 

Edwards’ job these days is as much about manag¬ 
ing the hype around the England side and ensuring 
her young side remain focused on the job at hand. 

Having beaten all the top sides in the past two 
years, including Australia, New Zealand and India, 
England’s players will have to deal with the tag of 
being favourites for the first time in their career. 

“I would rather be up there than not, but it’s new 
territory for a lot of us and I’m sure there will be huge 
expectation again but thankfully we have a level¬ 
headed bunch,” Edwards said. 

“If we are seen as favourites then so be it, I guess 
after our success we are the team to beat. There is a 
lot of hype around the team which I think is good 
because the girls have worked hard to get to the top, 
but the best thing about them is they want to get bet¬ 
ter and better.” 

England begin their campaign on Thursday against 
India at Taunton.

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Club could miss out on 
European Open return 

Turnberrv main competition to stage 2010 tournament

THE European Tour will hold 
discussions with the London Golf 
Club in the next fortnight about 
the future of the European Open. 

Last week the club, near Ash, hosted the 
four-day event for the second successive 
year, with almost 90,000 people flocking to 
watch the top-class field. 

Turnberry, hosts of this year’s Open 
Championship, are rumoured to be in the 
running to host next year’s European Open. 

George O’Grady, European Tour chief 
executive, denied a decision had been made 


regarding the venue for 2010, but revealed 
whatever happened it would be likely to 
return the following year. 

He said: “I think you can be pretty certain 
we will be playing here when The Open’s at 
Royal St George’s [in 2011], we got our eye 
on that and we’ll take a view on next year 
depending on whether it fits in with the 
plans of the London Club and ourselves. The 
Tour would be very happy to come back 
here, but nothing has been decided. 

“The conditioning has been exemplary, 
even our top players who have had tough 
rounds haven’t complained about the set¬ 
up. The condition of the greens in particular 
have been immaculate.” 

Although a relative newcomer to the 
scene, the London Club is firmly in the 


Tour’s plans. Last weekend it was 
announced the two had agreed a 50/50 part¬ 
nership with a view to developing the site. It 
will be known as a European Tour 
Destination, greatly increasing its profile 
worldwide. Under the plans the Tour will 
also establish a regional office at the club. 

Having closer ties with the Tour should 
improve the club’s chances of hosting big 
tournaments on a yearly basis. Heath 
Harvey, general manager at the London 
Club, told Kent on Sunday the club was cau¬ 
tious about looking too far ahead but admit¬ 
ted they would welcome the chance to stage 
regular events. 

“We would love to have a tournament here 
every year if that was the right thing for the 
club”, he said. “I think the reality is we need 


to go away at the end of the event and see 
what everybody thought of it as a venue. 

“As much as last year was good it was 
a starter. We have tried to raise the bar 
again this year and I dare say with 
every one of these events you take a lit¬ 
tle step closer to perfecting it. Our way 
of getting tournaments in the future is 
getting the one that’s under our feet 
right, not thinking about what’s down 
the road.” 

One option if the club lost the 
European Open next year would be a 
return of the Seniors Tour, which last 
visited in 2007.

FIA president Max Mosley has praised 
Brands Hatch owner Jonathan Palmer for his 
work in reviving the new-look Formula Two 
Championship. 

Palmer, head of MotorSportVision which 
owns Kent’s Brands Hatch, has ploughed £5 
million into a series that had previously spent 
25 years in the wilderness. 

With the help of the Williams Formula One 
team, who designed and built the 25 identical 
cars, the championship completed a successful 
debut at Valencia last weekend. Canadian 
Robert Wickens won both races. 

The new championship provides budding 
Formula One hopefuls with a competitive 
championship in identical cars. 

They will race all over the world on a budg¬ 
et of £200,000, peanuts in motorsport terms 
and a quarter of the costs for racing in GP2 - 
Formula One’s feeder series. 

The prize for the champion is a test with the 
Williams Formula One team. 

Mosley, who took time out of his Formula 
One schedule to attend the F2 launch, was 
impressed and believes the championship will 
produce future Formula One stars. 

He said: “Jonathan Palmer and Williams 
have done an absolutely fantastic job. The 
championship, the racing and the whole set

The Norfolk-based team are one of six 
entries to have applied to enter Formula One, 
hoping to take advantage of the £40 million 
budget cap rules for 2010. A decision on 
Litespeed’s entry will be announced next 
Friday by the FIA.

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Visa problems could force Kent 
Kolpak star out of county cricket

RYAN McLaren admits his 
future might lie elsewhere next 
season if an agreement is reached 
this week about the use of Kolpak 
players in county cricket. 

The South African all-rounder told Kent 
on Sunday that he may have to consider 
playing somewhere other than England 
next year because of further changes to visa 
and work permit regulations. 

McLaren has been told he may not meet 
specific new regulations as a Kolpak player 
which could see the end of his three-year 
association with Kent. 

Qualify 

“From what I understand if you have 
played a certain amount of cricket you will 
qualify for a work permit or visa to play in 
the country and if you haven’t, your chances 
aren’t great,” he said. 

“There might not be that opportunity of 
playing Kolpak in the future as it’s based on 
your international pedigree and I haven’t 
played international cricket, so it all 
depends what criteria they set for next year. 

“It’s something that’s out of our hands and 
we can only respond to what decisions are 
made.” 

It would come as a big blow to the county 


as the 26-year-old has been an integral part 
of the side in all forms of the game. 

Chairmen across the country are due to 
meet with England and Wales Cricket 
Board chairman Giles Clarke on Tuesday 
where it is expected Kolpak cricketers and 
issues of visas will be discussed. 

Kent chairman George Kennedy divulged 
that there is a feeling among the country’s 
top brass that only English qualified play¬ 
ers should be allowed to play county cricket, 
not a view shared in Canterbury. 

He said: “There are other counties that 
want only English qualified players but we 
are not in tune with that. 

“Some ask, is it worth the hassle of going 
through the whole visa route, but for us we 
should be playing the best team for our 
club’s supporters.” 

Whether the decision will have any bear¬ 
ing on Kent’s other two Kolpakkers, Justin 
Kemp and Martin van Jaarsveld, remains 
unclear, although both have played interna¬ 
tional cricket. 

For McLaren, he hopes it won’t spell the 
end of his time at St Lawrence. 

“Whatever capacity I come over to play at 
Kent, be it overseas, I would like to play 
here at some stage in the future,” he said. 

“I have had a great time and I have a 
great relationship with people at Kent. I 
have been very well looked after and well 
supported so I am very happy here, but it 
comes down to the next couple of months 
and what decisions are made.”

Spitfires want light shed on defeat

KENT have asked the England and Wales 
Cricket Board to look into Thursday night’s 
Twenty20 Cup defeat to Sussex Sharks at 
Hove, writes Glenn Pearson. 

The Kent Spitfires were denied a chance of 
victory after floodlight failure helped the 
Sharks on the way to a two-run win under the 
Duckworth/Lewis method. 

A generator fuel pump at the North End of 
the Hove ground meant that eight floodlights 
near to Cromwell Road remained unlit all 
night. 

After the Spitfires had reduced the Sharks 
to just 131 for 3 from their allotted 20 overs, 
the problem arose when it was Kent’s turn to 
bat. Openers Joe Denly (32) and Darren 
Stevens (27) were cautious in their approach

to 61 without loss, but by the 11th over Kent 
had fallen behind the asking run rate for only 
the second time in the innings. 

Sharks skipper Michael Yardy used his 


trump card by asking medium-fast bowler 
Robin Martin-Jenkins to bowl, prompting the 
umpires to take the sides off for bad light. The 
decision gifted Sussex a two-run victory via 
Duckworth/Lewis. 

Now Kent chairman George Kennedy has 
asked the ECB to look into the matter. 

“We have given the ECB our version of the 
situation and it’s up to them to check with 
Sussex and hopefully they will put it right,” 
he said. “There seemed to be great confusion 
as to whether the lights were working before 
the game and we have asked for evidence. 

“It’s the duty of the home team to make 
sure they are fit for purpose. If they are not, 
then that’s something that needs to be looked 
into.” 

Kent have dropped to fourth in the 
Twenty20 South division as a result of the 
defeat.
